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He  also  read  a  communication  of  G.  C.  Shattuck,  Chairman 
of  Committee  on  Expenses  of  the  General  Convention, 
which,  on  his  motion,  was  referred  to  a  special  committee,

On  motion,  after  prayer  by  the  Bishop,  the  Convention  ad- 
journed until  to-morrow,  at  10  o'clock,  a.  m.

SECOND  DAY. 

Thursday,  May  12th,  A.  D.  1881. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 
Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Judd  and  Gads- 
den. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop,  and  the 
Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  correct  certificates 
from  Prince  George,  Winyah,  St.  John's,  John's  Island,  and 
St.  Paul's,  Summerville. 

Names  of  members  absent  yesterday  were  called,  and  Rev. 
W.  O.  Prentiss,  and  Thaddaeus  Saltus,  answered.  Rev. 
Messrs.  Porter  and  Gallaudet  were  also  present. 

Also  of  the  Laity,  Messrs.  H.  F.  Colcock,  Jr.,  R.  E.  Fraser, 
T.  P.  Bailey,  W.  S.  Stevens,  A.  P.  Amaker,  R.  J.  LaRoche,  J. 
Beck,  E.  M.  Grimke,  G.  W.  S.  Hart,  J.  W.  Perry,  and  Charles 
Boyle. 

The  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address.  [See  Appendix,  I.] 
On  motion,  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to 
Church  Statistics,  Etc.,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church;  so  much  as  relates  to  a  Church  Paper 
in  the  Diocese,  to  a  Special  Committee,  consisting  of  Rev. 
H.  O.  Judd,  and  Messrs.  J.  J.  Pringle  Smith,  and  J.  R.  Lon- 
don ;  so  much  as  relates  to  Duelling,  to  a  Committee,  con- 
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sisting  of  Messrs.  Charles  Sinkler,  W.  T.  Wragg,  and  Jno. 
Gadsden;  and  so  much  as  relates  to  the  Church  Building- 
Commission,  to  Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  D.  D.,  Jno.  Hanckel,  E. 
M.  Grimke. 

The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  ordered,  and 
Rev.  Messrs.  Gadsden  and  Steele,  appointed  Tellers  of  the 
vote  of  the  Clergy,  and  Messrs,  J.  M.  Wilson,  and  R.  J.  La- 
Roche,  of  that  of  the  Laity.

The  election  ot  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Theological  Semi- 
nary was  ordered,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Gallaudet  and  Allston, 
appointed  Tellers  of  the  vote  of  the  Clergy,  and  Messrs. 
Stuart  and  Withers,  of  that  of  the  Laity. 

The  Tellers  reported  the  former  Trustees  elected  by  both 
Orders,  to  wit:  Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough,  Rev.  John  Johnson, 
Rev.  E.  Capers,  Messrs.  John  Hanckel,  Wm.  Munro,  and  H. 
C.  Markley. 

Rev.  Dr.  Porter  announced  the  vacancy  made  in  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  University  of  the  South,  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Wm. 
C.  Bee,  and  nominated  Mr.  Edwd.  McCrady,  Jr. 

On  motion  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with,  and  Mr.  Mc- 
Crady elected,  viva  voce. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  presented  their 
Report.    [See  Appendix,  IV.,  Dr] 

The  Committee  on  Finance  presented  their  Report.  [See 
Appendix  IV.,  C]  The  Report  was  agreed  to,  and  its  reso- 
lutions adopted,  to  wit : 

Resolved,  That  each  Parish  of  the  Diocese  contribute  a  sum 
equivalent  to  twenty-five  cents  for  each  communicant,  for  the 
support  of  the  Episcopate. 


Resolved,  That  a  sum  equivalent  to  twenty-fi\;e  cents  for 
each  communicant  be  assessed  upon  each  Parish  of  the  Dio- 
cese, in  union  with  this  Convention,  for  the  purpose  of  de- 
fraying the  expenses  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

The  Trustees  of  the  University  of   the  South  presented 
their  report.    [See  Appendix  V.] 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Siebels,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  request  the 
Clergy  and  Lay  Readers,  on  the  Second  Sunday  in  June,  or 
some  Sunday  thereafter,  to  deliver  a  lecture,  setting  forth  the 
claims  of  the  University  of  the  South,  and  to  take  up  a  spe- 
cial collection,  to  be  appropriated  to  the  immediate  wants  of 
the  Theological  Department  of  this  Institution, 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  asked  leave  to  amend  their 
Report  in  relation  to  St.  Stephen's  Parish,  which  has  paid  its 
dues,  and  is  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  Convention. 

Rev.  Mr.  Tillinghast  offered  the  following  resolution,  which, 
on  his  motion,  was  made  the  special  order  for  to-morrow,  at 
12  o'clock  : 

Whereas,  The  evils  arising  from  the  use  of  ardent  spirits  as 
a  common  beverage  have  become  so  great,  both  in  England 
and  in  this  country,  as  to  excite  the  gravest  apprehensions  on 
the  part  of  all  reflecting  minds  for  the  good  order  of  society  ; 
and  whereas,  good  men  everywhere  are  deeply  interested 
both  as  patriots  and  Christians  in  advancing  the  cause  of 
temperance,  therefore, 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Convention,  appreciating  and  deplor- 
ing the  frightful  evils  of  intemperance,  sympathizes  with  this 
growing  desire  for  reform. 

2.  Resolved,  That  it  be,  and  is  hereby,  recommended  to  the 
Legislature  to  enact  a  law  prohibiting  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  ardent  spirits  as  a  beverage  throughout  the  State. 

Mr.  Desportes  offered  the  following  resolution,  which, 
after  some  discussion,  was  laid  upon  the  table  : 

Resolved,  That  upon  opening  the  Convention,  and  as  the 
first  rule  of  order,  the  Secretary  be  required  to  assign  seats  to 
the  delegations  present  representing  the  different  Parishes  ; 
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and  that  the  seats  so  assigned  be  held  by  the  delegations 
respectively,  during  the  sitting  of  the  Convention. 

Rev.  Mr.  Scott  offered  the  following  resolution,  the  consid- 
eration of  which  was  postponed  until  after  recess. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  one  clergy- 
man and  one  layman  from  each  Convocational  District,  to 
take  into  consideration  the  Convocational  System  of  the 
Diocese,  and  devise,  if  possible,  some  plan  by  which  that 
system  be  made  more  effective. 

The  presence  of  the  Rev.  T.  A.  Porter,  of  the  Diocese  of 
Connecticut,  and  Jlev.  P.  G.  Jenkins,  of  the  Diocese  of  Ar- 
kansas, was  recognised,  and  they  were  welcomed  to  seats 
upon  the  floor  of  the  Convention. 

Mr.  J.  J.  P.  Smith  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons 
to  consider  and  report  on  the  following  amendments  : 

Canon  VII  :  strike  out  3d  Section,  and  change  number  of 
4th  Section  to  3d,  and  continue  the  numbering  accordingly. 

Amend  Section  4th,  (which  will  be  Section  3d,)  by  striking 
out  the  word  "Vestry,"  in  first  line,  and  inserting  "  Wardens 
and  Vestrymen." 

Which  was  adopted,  and  the  Committee  instructed  to 
report  to  the  next  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  John  Johnson, 

Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  be  requested  to 
prepare  a  form  of  conveyance  or  bequest  of  property,  to  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  or  to  any  Institution,  parochial  or 
otherwise,  connected  therewith. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  have  said 
form  plainly  printed  in  every  Journal  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  took  a  recess,  to  meet  in  Grace 
Church,  at  8  o'clock,  P.  M. 
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MISSIONARY  SESSION. 


Grace  Church,  8  o'clock,  P.  M. 


The  Convention  was  called  to  order,  and  prayer  offered  by 
the  Bishop. 

Revs.  J.  H.  Tillinghast  and  C.  C.  Pinckney,  D.  D.,  vice 
A.  T.  Porter,  D.  D.,  appointed  to  give  account  of  Church 
work,  made  their  statements. 

These  were  followed  by  Revs  B.  B.  Sams,  H.  O.  Judd,  and 
A.  T.  Porter,  D.  D. 

Rev.  Mr.  Scott,  by  consent,  withdrew  his  resolution  in 
regard  to  Convocational  System. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  wa?  read  by 
Mr.  H.  P.  Archer,  as  follows  : 

Agreeably  to  the  requirements  of  Section  IV,  Canon  XI, 
the  Board  of  Missions  for  the  Diocese  respectfully  presents 
to  the  Convention  its  fourth  annual  Report  : 

At  the  meeting  held  in  Charleston  on  the  17th  of  May, 
1880,  the  Board  was  notified  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  '  Ad- 
vancement Society  that  the  sum  of  $1,200  had  been  voted  by 
the  Trustees  for  missionary  purposes  in  the  Diocese,  where- 
upon the  Board,  estimating  the  offerings  upon  the  basis  of 
the  preceeding  year,  proceeded  to  make  the  following  appro- 
priations :

These  appropriations  were  as  large  as  the  Board  could 
possibly  make  them,  and  in  every  case  reference  was  had  to 
the  necessities  of  the  Parishes  and  to  the  prospect  of  Church 
extension. 

.  The  Rev.  Mr.  McCollough  of  the  First  District,  reports 
concerning  the  Mission  at  GafThey,  three  families,  eight  chil- 
dren under  14  years  of  age,  six  communicants,  and  eleven 
public  services;  tnat  the  Church  Building,  interrupted  for  a 
time,  by  failure  to  procure  materials,  has  recently  made  rapid 
progress  ;  that  it  is  neat  and  commodious,  churchly  in  appear- 
ance and  sufficiently  large  for  present  needs.  He  reports  that 
the  Church  at  Glenn  Springs  has  lost  heavily  by  removals 
during  the  past  year,  but  while  numerically  weak,  it  is  spirit- 
ually strong.    The  Church  Building  at  this  point  will  soon  be 
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in  thorough  repair  and  furnished  with  a  new  organ,  for  which 
efforts  are  now  being  made. 

The  Rev.  R.  P.  Johnson,  Missionary  to  Rock  Hill,  reports 
20  families,  36  children  under  14,  3 1  communicants,  5  baptisms, 
12  public  and  3  private  administrations  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion and  49  occasions  of  public  worship.  The  condition 
of  the  Church  at  Rock  Hill,  continues  to  be  encouraging. 
The  attendance  has  been  good  during  the  year,  and  at  times 
quite  large.  The  Sunday  School  has  grown  both  in  size  and 
in  interest,  and  a  Society  has  been  formed  among  the  children 
for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  Parish  work;  their  offerings 
on  Easter  Sunday  amounted  to  $7,  and  were  applied  to  the  pur- 
chase of  two  alms  basins.  The  offerings  of  the  congregation 
on  the  same  day,  were  for  the  rebuilding  of  St.  Mark's 
Church,  Chester,  and  amounted  to  $25.  Rock  Hill  is  a 
growing  town  and  is  prospering  more  and  more. 

Mr.  Johnson  also  reports  that  he  has  visited  Lancaster  on 
two  occasions  and  held  there  three  Sunday  services,  one  ser- 
vice on  the  first  visit,  and  two  services  on  the  second.  At 
this  point,  there  are  4  Church  families  and  5  communicants, 
and  at  no  very  distant  day,  we  may  hope  for  the  erection  of  a 
modest  Church  Building  upon  a  site  already  promised. 

The  Missionary  at  Pendleton  and  Central,  the  Rev.  Wm. 
H.  Hanckel,  reports  that  he  has  held  Divine  service  at  those 
two  points  69  times  on  Sundays  and  54  times  on  other  days, 
in  all  123  times  from  the  1st  of  May,  1880,  to  1st  of  May, 
1 88 1.  He  has  officiated  and  preached  at  Central,  on 
every  other  Sunday  afternoon,  and  at  these  services,  the  con- 
gregations averaged  from  50  to  100  persons.  During  the 
past  winter,  the  Mission  work  at  this  point  was  suspended 
because  of  the  severity  of  the  weather,  but  it  will  be  resumed 
this  month. 

At  Pendleton,  there  has  been  no  interruption  of  the  services, 
and  the  people  have  done  something  towards  repairing  their 
House  of  Worship. 

There  have  been  7  baptisms,  2  marriages  and  2  burials, 
during  the  year.    The  number  of  communicants  is  55. 

The  Rev.  Thos.  F.  Gadsden,  of  the  Seneca  Mission,  reports 
9  families,  14  communicants,  3  infant  baptisms,  and  26  public 
services,  18  times  on  Sundays  and  8  times  on  other  days.  He 
states  that  the  want  of  a  place  for  public  worship  and  the  ex- 
traordinary weather  during  the  last  winter  have  interfered 
seriously  with  the  routine  of  his  Mission;  that  the  roads  have 
been  so  bad,  that  it  was  impossible  for  the  people  to  get  to 
service  in  times  of  rain  or  snow;  that  the  building  in  which 
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the  services  are  held,  has  no  stove,  and  that  many  persons 
could  not  attend  even  in  fair  weather,  because  of  the  intense 
cold. 

In  the  Second  District,  the  Rev.  H.  K.  Brouse,  M.  D., 
Missionary  to  Marion  and  Society  Hill,  reports  that  he  has 
visited  and  held  services  at  Marion,  monthly,  administering 
the  Holy  Communion  at  each  visit.  The  attendance  has 
been  usually  good;  but  owing  to  circumstances  beyond  con- 
trol —  principally  the  not  having  a  Church  Building — the 
work  has  been  greatly  hindered.  But  despite  discourag- 
ments  and  opposition,  a  neat  little  Church  has  been  erected, 
and  it  is  confidently  expected  that  it  will  be  ready  for  occu- 
pancy by  the  last  of  the  present  month.  Since  the  work 
of  raising  '  a  building  fund  was  begun,  about  three 
years  ago,  there  have  been  many  removals  of 
church  people,  so  that  now  there  are  but  six 
communicants  residing  in  Marion.  The  Mission  is 
quite  weak  and  for  some  time  yet  will  need  all  the  help  the 
Board  of  Missions  can  give  to  it,  if  the  Church  at  this  point  is 
to  be  kept  alive.  Of  Society  Hill,  Dr.  Brouse  says:  ''This 
is  a  field,  in  which,  at  present,  there  is  little  room  for 
growth  ;  but  I  trust  that  in  the  future  there  may  be  a  change 
in  this  respect.  There  have  been  so  many  removals  from  this 
Parish  of  late  years  that  the  few  Church  people  left  are  not 
able  wholly  to  maintain  the  services  and  will  still  have  to  be 
in  connection  with  some  other  field,  or  receive  help  from 
some  source.  The  people  are  most  faithful  in  all  things  per- 
taining to  their  Christian  life  and  work,  and  the  hands  of  the 
minister  and  servant  of  Christ  are  strengthened,  and  his  heart 
cheered  and  encouraged  by  the  faithfulness  and  love  of  those 
of  Christ's  flock  who  are  under  his  charge." 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast,  also  of  the  second  district,  re- 
ports that  the  average  attendance  of  the  congregation  at  Zion 
Church,  Richland,  has  been  decidedly  better  of  late,  owing  to 
social  causes.  A  new  organ  has  been  bought  for  $65  and 
the  prospects  are  on  the  whole  encouraging. 

St.  John's  Church  has  been  kept  open  by  lay  reading  dur- 
ing the  absence  of  the  Missionary,  and  it  also  has  purchased 
a  new  organ  at  a  cost  of  $70.  In  the  judgment  of  Mr.  Til- 
linghast, St.  Matthew's  Parish  affords  a  better  field  for  Church 
extension  than  either  St.  John's  or  Zion.  It  is  a  fine  agricul- 
tural district  and  will  grow  rapidly  both  in  wealth  and  popu- 
lation. 

In  the  Third  District,  the  Rev.  E.  E.  Bellinger,  the  Rev. 
W.  O.  Prentiss,  the  Rev.  J.  V.  Welch,  the  Rev.  L.  F.  Guerry, 
and  the  Rev.  B.  B.  Sams  are  the  Missionaries. 


Mr.  Bellinger's  field  of  labor  embraces  the  stations  of  Ellen - 
ton,  Hendersonville,  Allendale,  Brunson,  Prince  William's 
and  Walterboro',  and  the  total  of  offerings  for  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions from  these  points  was  5124.61. 

Speaking  of  St.  Jude's  Church,  Walterboro'  Mr.  Bellinger 
says  :  "  The  rebuilding  of  St.  Jude's  has  been  commenced, 
and  is  progressing  favorably.  I  was  in  hopes  that  the  new 
building  would  be  ready  for  consec  ation  about  the  17th  day 
of  June,  and  I  am  not  yet  hopeless,  but  to  accomplish  it, 
funds  are  needed.  St.  Jude's  congregation  is  pecuniarily  very 
weak  ;  the  great  majority  are  poor,  and  struggling  for  a  live- 
lihood.   Of  the  46  communicants,  but  5  are  males." 

The  Rev.  W.  O.  Prentiss  ministers  to  the  following  points, 
viz  :  North  Santee,  St.  James',  Santee  ;  Trinity  Church,  Black 
Oak  ;  St.  John's,  John's  Island  ;  Christ  Church,  Wiltown  ; 
and  Edisto  Island.  Fie  reports  that  the  Church  of  the  Mes- 
siah, North  Santee,  is  undergoing  much  needed  repairs,  and 
that  the  money  to  defray  the  expenses  incidental  thereto  has 
been  all  raised  within  the  Parish  ;  that  Christ  Church,  Wil- 
town, has  continued  to  prosper,  financially  at  least,  and  that 
during  the  past  year  it  has  purchased  a  handsome  communion 
service  ;  and  that  St.  James',  Santee,  has  contributed  $62.50 
for  Diocesan  Missions  during  the  year. 

The  earn-'st  and  indefatigable  Missionary  to  Calvary 
Church,  Charleston,  and  St.  Stephen's  Parish,  the  Rev.  J.  V. 
Welch,  reports  zeal  and  activity  among  his  people.  87  bap- 
tisms, 23  marriages,  104  burials,  133  administrations  of  the 
Holy  Communion,  and  461  services,  bear  witness  to  his  labors 
as  a  faithful  soldier  and  servant  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  Rev.  L.  F.  Guerry,  Missionary  to  Orangeburg,  reports 
a  decided  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  mission. 
Through  the  efforts  of  a  generous  friend  the  Sunday-school 
has  been  presented  with  one  hundred  new  books  for  its  library, 
and  the  Ladies'  Sewing  Society  continue  to  work  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  B.  B.  Sams,  of  the  Coast  Mission,  reports  pro- 
gress at  Bluffton,  Grahamville,  St.  Peter's  Parish,  Hardeeville, 
and  the  Ochitie.  He  has  performed  9  baptisms,  officiated  at 
6  burials,  administered  Holy  Communion  57  times,  and  held 
166  services.  The  amount  of  offerings  for  Diocesan  Missions 
in  his  field  was  $91.65.

The  Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 
On  motion,  the  Rule  of  Order  requiring  the  call  of  absent 
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members  was  suspended,  and  those  present  were  requested  to 
report  to  the  Secretary. 

Measrs.  Evan  Edwards,  A.  W.  Marshall,  and  W.  St.  J, 
Jervey,  reported. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Memminger, 

Resolved,  That  the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing 
Committee  be  referred  back  to  that  Committee,  in  order  that 
they  may  append  thereto  the  .resolutions  they  adopted  on  the 
testimonials  of  Mr.  Thaddaeus  Saltus, 

Rev.  Mr.  Judd  from  the  Committee  on  so  much  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  a  Church  Paper  in  the  Diocese, 
reported  as  follows  ; 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  the 
conduct  of  the  new  Diocesan  Paper,  "The  Church  Herald," 
beg  leave  to  report,  that,  in  their  judgment,  every  effort 
should  be  made,  and  at  once,  to  place  the  Paper  upon  an 
assured  basis  ;  and  that  they  are  convinced  that  this  end  may 
be  attained  by  a  direct  appeal  from  the  chancel  by  every 
Rector  and  Missionary  in  the  Diocese,  to  be  followed  by  the 
appointment  of  an  efficient  agent  in  each  Parish  or  community, 
to  whom  a  small  percentage  may  be  allowed  upon  all  su!  - 
scriptions  and  advertisements  secured. 

This  Committee  would  further  recommend,  that  if  in  due 
time  the  requisite  support  for  the  Paper  as  now  published, 
semi-monthly,  be  not  secured,  it  be  changed  to  a  monthly 
issue,  that  the  embarrassment  may,  if  possible,  be  avoided. 

Furthermore,  we  would  suggest,  for  the  sake  of  immediate 
publicity,  that  this  report  be  inserted  in  the  next  is^ue  of  the 
Herald. 

Mr  John  Hanckel,  from  the  like  Committee,  on  so  much 
as  relates  to  the  Church  Building  Commission,  reported  : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  that  portion  of  the 
Address  of  the  Bishop,  referring  to  the  "  American  Church 
Building  Fund  Commission,"  respectfully  report : 

That  the  object  which  it  is  contemplated  to  accomplish  is 
one  which  should  commend  itself  to  the  heart  and  judgment 
of  every  member  of  our  communion,  and  one  also,  which,  if 
carried  out  in  the  spirit  in  which  it  was  conceived,  seems  to

be  feasible,  and  though  we  cannot  promise  much  from  the 
impoverished  Dioceses  of  the  South,  our  own  especially,  still 
we  may  give  some  practical  evidence  of  our  sympathy  in  the 
movement,  by  appointing  a  day  on  which  an  offering  may  be 
made  in  aid  thereof. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution  :

The  Committee  on  the  communication  from  G.  C.  Shattuck, 
as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Expenses  of  the  General 
Convention,  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  defer  their  report 
until  the  next  Convention. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  presented  their 
report,  with  resolutions,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  Rectors  and  Missionaries  are  earnestly  re- 
quested to  send  their  reports  on  or  before  the  first  of  May  to 
the  Secretary  of  Convention,  who  will  forward  them  to  the 
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Chairman  of  the  last  Committee  on  the  State  of  Church,  who 
is  requested  to  have  the  report  ready  for  the  first  or  second 
day  of  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  Rectors  and  Missionaries  be  requested  always 
to  read  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  State  of  the  Church 
to  their  congregations  as  soon  as  they  obtain  a  printed  copy 
of  same. 

Resolved,  That  the  Registrar  be  instructed  to  have  a  com- 
plete set  of  the  Journals  bound;  and  to  prefix  the  statement 
that  the  Journals  not  in  the  volume  are  to  be  found  in 
Dalcho's  History;  and  that  he  do  this  of  all  succeeding  Con- 
ventions every  five  years,  and  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  of 
Convention  for  the  needed  funds.  The  copy  of  the  bound 
volumes  never  to  be  taken  from  the  Library  of  the  Society 
for  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  be  in- 
structed not  to  print  the  Journal  until  he  has  made  every 
effort  to  procure  full  and  complete  returns,  and  the  Reports  be 
published  in  alphabetical  order  of  the  clergy  and  not  the 
Parishes  in  name  or  date. 

The  first,  second  and  third  resolutions  were  adopted,  and 
the  first  two  made  standing  resolutions.  The  fourth  resolu- 
tion was  rejected. 

Rev.  Mr.  Tillinghast  called  for  the  special  order  of  the  day, 
being  the  preamble  and  resolutions  offered  yesterday  on  the 
subject  of  intemperance.

THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS 

TO  THE 

NINETY-FIRST  ANNUAL  CONVENTION 

OF  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA. 


My  Dear  Brethren  of  the  Convention  : 

Another  twelvemonth  has  rolled  round,  and  we  have  come 
together  again  to  take  counsel  in  behalf  of  the  interests  of  our 
Diocese,  and  to  strengthen  one  another  for  the  work  which 
God  has  given  us  to  do.  We  are  so  apt  to  "  look  only  on  our 
own  things,"  that  but  for  our  annual  meetings,  we  might  never 
look  on  "  the  things  of  others."  For  this  reason  then,  more 
than  for  legislation,  I  think  we  ought  to  have  as  full  a  repre- 
sentation as  possible  of  our  Clergy  and  Laity.  And  here, 
before  I  go  any  further  in  my  remarks,  I  am  reminded  of  the 
death  of  the  senior  presbyter  of  our  Diocese,  the  late  Rev. 
Alexander  Glennie,  who  departed  this  life  on  All  Saint's  Day, 
and  whose  mortal  remains  lie  in  All  Saints,  Waccamaw,  a 
Parish  which  he  faithfully  served  for  many  years. 

Mr.  Glennie  was  ordained  Deacon  by  Bishop  Bowen,  on 
February  17th,  1 832,  and  Priest  the  following  year,  Febru- 
ary 13th,  1833,  anc*  thus  had  served  God  in  the  sacred  minis- 
try of  the  church,  for  half  a  century  lacking  one  year.  In 
all  that  time,  he  had  but  two  Parishes,  and  in  all  that  time  he 
lived  a  pure  and  almost  spotless  life.  I  say  "  almost  spotless." 
because  there  is  no  man  living  that  sinneth  not,  but  what 
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moral  blemishes  may  have  cast  their  shadows  upon  our 
brother's  soul,  are  known  to  God,  but  not  to  me. 

In  the  year  1844,  he  was  nominated  and  confirmed  Mis- 
sionary Bishop  to  Cape  Pal  mas  and  parts  adjacent,  but  de- 
clined, for  Africa  was  at  his  own  doors  on  the  Waccamaw. 
His  labors  among  the  slave  population  of  his  Parish,  were 
well  organized  and  untiring,  and  he  was  frequently  assisted  by 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders  and  Catechists. 

With  the  war  came  interruption  to  these  parochial  labors 
of  the  godly  Parish-priest,  and  with  the  results  of  the  war, 
confusion,  and  apparent  failure. 

I  have  heard  that  Mr.  Glennie  spoke  of  his  work  among 
the  negroes  as  a  failure.  I  have  never  myself  heard  him  say 
this,  but  have  understood  that  he  sometimes  so  said  to  others. 
But  we  are,  all  of  us,  despondent  at  times.  In  the  bitter  days 
of  Ahab,  Elijah  said  :  "  It  is  enough  now,  O,  Lord,  takeaway 
my  life,  for  I  am  not  better  than  my  fathers."  And  so  when 
our  good  brother  looked  around  upon  the  wrecks  of  his  life- 
work,  and  saw  those  whom  he  had  patiently  taught  as  cate- 
chumens, throwing  his  instructions  to  the  winds,  we  must  not 
wonder  at  his  sense  of  having  in  a  measure  failed. 

But  time  is  a  great  healer,  and  the  old  slander,  so' effective 
to  destroy  his  work  among  the  colored  people,  viz  :  that  the 
religious  instruction  of  the  slaves,  was  given  solely  in  the  in- 
terest of  slavery,  began  to  be  forgotten. 

At  last  the  good  minister  is  not,  for  God  takes  him,  and  as 
his  body  is  borne  to  its  burial,  what  touches  me  most  are  not 
the  bells  of  Georgetown  and  the  flags  at  half-mast,  but  the 
many  colored  people  on  the  Waccamaw,  who  come  from  the 
neighboring  plantations,  to  honor  their  old  pastor  in  his 
burial,  and  in  memory  of  faithful  labors  of  other  years,  when 
he  sought  their  spiritual  good  in  heat  and  cold,  in  sunshine 
and  in  storm.  "  Blessed  are  are  dead  who  die  in  the  Lord, 
for  their  works  do  follow  them." 

One  of  these  days  the  church  may  be  able  to  re-enter  upon 
this  field,  once  so  faithfully  served  by  our  brother,  but  the 
time  is  not  yet  in  this  part  of  the  Diocese,  for  ecclesiastical 
lines  are  coincident  almost  with  color-lines,  and  the  black 
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man  has  no  inclination  towards  the  white  man's  church.  In 
saying  this,  I  confine  myself  to  Waccamaw. 

This  Diocese,  together  with  the  whole  Church  in  the 
United  States,  sympathises  deeply  with  our  sister-Diocese  of 
North  Carolina,  in  the  death  of  its  senior  Bishop  Dr.  Atkinson, 
a  godly  and  well-learned  man.  He  was  consecrated  at  the 
same  time  and  place  with  Bishop  Davis,  October  17th,  1853, 
and  so  had  served  in  the  Episcopate,  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
full  twenty-seven  years.  His  learning,  his  sound  judgment, 
his  devotion  to  duty,  his  inflexible  adherence  to  what  he  con- 
ceived to  be  right,  his  power  as  a  preacher — these  things, 
and  other  qualities  of  a  commanding  character,  placed  Bishop 
Atkinson  in  the  foremost  rank  of  the  American  Episcopate. 
Abundant  in  labors,  his  Diocese  will  long  feel  the  impulse  of 
his  life  and  his  un  flavoring  devotion  to  its  welfare 

Clerical  changes  within  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year 
have  been  as  follows  :  Rev.  J.  E.  Jackson  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  Diocese  of  Virginia.  Rev.  T.  A.  Porter  has 
removed  to  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut.  Rev.  E.  R.  Miles 
has  become  Rector  of  St.  Luke's,  Charleston.  Rev.  R. 
Withers  Memminger  has  become  the  Minister  of  St.  John's 
Chapel,  Hampstead.  Rev.  E.  C.  Steele  has  resigned  St. 
John's,  Florence.  I  have  received  and  accepted  letters  trans- 
ferring Rev.  Frank  Hallam  from  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey 
to  this  Diocese.  I  have  ordained  Deacon  Mr.  Thaddaeus 
Saltus,  and  appointed  him  to  serve  in  St.  Mark's  Charleston. 

Candidates  for  Priest's  Orders  :  Rev.  Benj.  Allston,  Dea- 
con ;  Rev.  Thaddaeus  Saltus,  Deacon  ;  Mr.  James  H.  La- 
Roche,  Mr.  Austin  Prentiss,  Mr.  John  Gass,  Mr.  S.  Warren 
King. 

I  have  confirmed  in  the  past  year  230.  Whites,  208  ;  col- 
ored, 22. 

On  the  19th  of  November,  by  request  of  the  Rector  and 
Vestry  of  Christ  Church,  Greenville,  I  set  apart  to  the 
worship  of  God  a  new  chancel  which  had  been  added  to  the 
Parish  Church,  also  a  transept  on  the  south  side  of  the  church. 
There  were  present  on  this  occasion  of  the  Clergy,  the  Rector, 
and  Messrs.  McCollough,  Johnson,  Judd,  Gallaudet,  Hanckel, 
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and  Hallam.  Rev.  Mr.  McCollough  preached  on  this  occa- 
sion. Christ  Church,  Greenville,  is  now  one  of  the  finest 
churches  in  the  Diocese.  The  transept,  which  was  the  gift  of 
a  parishioner,  is  to  be  forever  free.  Thus,  with  enlarged  op- 
portunities, and  a  united  congregation,  and  a  brother  beloved 
in  the  Lord  for  its  Rector,  this  strong  and  vigorous  parish  is 
prepared  to  do  good  work  for  Christ  and  His  church. 

On  Sunday,  March  27th,  in  the  Parish  of  Prince  Frederick, 
Pee  Dee,  I  consecrated  St.  Cyprian's  Chapel  to  the  worship 
of  God,  and  also  set  apart  the  ground  adjoining  as  a  burial 
ground.  This  chapel  and  ground  are  for  the  use  of  a  con- 
gregation of  colored  people,  and  have  been  conveyed  to  the 
"  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Caro- 
lina." I  bear  glad  testimony  to  the  zeal  and  energy  of  the 
Minister  officiating  in  Prince  Frederick's,  Pee  Dee. 

On  the  28th  of  September,  I  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Building  Committee  of  St.  Jude's  Church,  Walterboro', 
the  contributions  placed  in  my  hands  by  resolution  of  this 
Convention  in  aid  of  the  rebuilding  of  that  church.  The 
amount  in  my  hands  and  thus  paid  over  was  $1,182.40.  Since 
that  date  I  have  paid  additional  $26  from  accruing  interest, 
$3  additional  from  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  $5.50 
from  Christ  Church,  Shepherdsboro'  ;  in  all,  $1,216.90 

I  have  received  at  my  visitations,  and  from  other  sources, 
to  be  used  at  my  discretion  for  Diocesan  purposes,  chiefly 
theological  education,  $1,078.82,  Of  this  amount,  the  Society 
for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina  con- 
tributed $300,  and  private  persons  $250.  I  have  paid  out 
of  the  same  $941.83 — leaving  on  hand  for  the  coming  year 
$136.99.  Your  Committee  on  Finance,  as  usual,  have  over- 
looked my  accounts. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  23d  of  April,  1  attended  at  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Communion  in  this  city  a  special  service, 
to  mark  the  opening  of  the  "  Caroline  Wilkinson  Home,"  and 
to  invoke  upon  it  and  upon  all  who  shall  dwell  therein  the 
Divine  blessing.  It  is  intended  to  be  a  Christian  home  for 
ladies  in  reduced  circumstances,  and  in  connection  with  the 
parish  of  the  Holy  Communion ;  and  I  rejoice  to  be  able  to 
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put  on  record  one  more  instance  showing  that  we  are  not 
unmindful  of  the  wants  of  brethren.  We  have  now,  devoted 
to  purposes  of  this  kind,  the  Church  Home,  in  Laurens  street, 
a  valuable  piece  of  property  ;  the  St.  Philip's  Home,  pur- 
chased by  the  offerings  of  the  congregation  of  St.  Philip's  at 
a  cost  of  $10,000;  the  House  of  Rest,  in  Ashley  street;  and 
now  the  Home  just  mentioned  in  connection  with  the  parish 
of  the  Holy  Communion. 

I  am  glad  to  say  with  regard  tn  the  House  of  Rest  in 
Ashley  street,  that  the  debt  due  on  the  original  purchase  has 
been  arranged  for  at  a  reasonable  rate  of  interest  on  money 
loaned  by  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society.  The  chief 
needs  now  to  be  provided  for  are  the  annual  interest  and  in- 
surance, say  $200,  and  the  daily  expenses. 

There  is  one  feature  belonging  to  this  House  which  ought 
to  commend  it  to  our  Christian  sympathies.  It  does  not 
close  its  doors  against  a  class,  concerning  one  of  which  Holy 
Scripture  has  said  :  "  Behold  a  woman  in  the  city  which 
was  a  sinner."  If  such  come  desiring  to  lead  a  new  life,  and 
to  be  strengthened  in  their  resolutions,  they  are  admitted 
according  to  the  measure  of  the  ability  of  the  House,  and  are 
instructed  in  things  pertaining  to  the  kingdom  of  God,  and 
to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  this  House  of  Rest  is  the  only 
House  in  the  principal  city  of  our  State  which  receiveth 
such.  Our  Churches  in  Charleston  devote  to  it  their  offer- 
ings on  Thanksgiving  day,  but  I  would  commend  this  charity 
to  a  wider  consideration  :  for  food  and  raiment,  and  medicine, 
and  now  and  then  funeral  expenses,  tax  the  small  means  at 
its  disposal  to  the  utmost. 

Shall  we  have  a  church  paper  in  this  diocese  ?  I  am  afraid 
there  are  many  families  which  never  read  one.  This  is  very 
much  to  be  regretted  for  without  a  church  paper  a  person 
will  hardly  see  beyond  his  own  Parish  lines.  With  ignorance 
of  what  is  going  on  in  the  Church,  at  home  and  abroad,  there 
usually  results  indifference.  The  Church  paper  which  we  are 
competent  to  sustain  would  be  simply  an  organ  for  diocesan 
information.  We  cannot,  if  we  would,  do  more,  but  this  will 
be  doing  much.    It  will  put  us  all  in  communication  with

one  another,  once  or  twice  a  month,  and  thus  help  us  to  bear 
each  others  burdens.  If  I  address  the  Diocese  through  the 
columns  of  a  paper  published  outside  of  the  State  I  shall 
necessarily  reach  but  a  few.  It  was  with  great  regret  that  I 
heard  of  the  suspension  of  the  Monthy  Record,  after  more  than 
ten  years  of  usefulness.  Whether  its  successor  shall  live 
must  depend  upon  the  support  which  the  Diocese  will  extend 
to  it. 

You  are  aware  that  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State,  by 
an  Act  approved  Feb.  20th,  1880,  incorporated  under  the 
title  of  "  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
South  Carolina,"  the  Bishop  and  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee  for  the  time  being,  and  their  successors  in  office, 
for  the  purpose  of  holding  in  trust  any  property  heretofore 
given  or  acquired,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  given  or  ac- 
quired for  Church  uses,  other  than  that  now  held  by  other 
corporations.  Under  this  Act  of  incorporation  all  property 
belonging  to  dormant  Parishes,  or  of  Parishes  whose  charters 
of  incorporation  have  expired,  fall  under  the  protection  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  Also  personal  trustees  of  church  pro- 
perty by  this  same  Act  are  permitted  to  transfer  their  trusts 
to  this  Board.  On  April  the  21st,  1880,  the  trustees  met  and 
organized,  and  have  made  to  this  Convention  their  first  annual 
report.  I  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Diocese  very  par- 
ticularly to  this  important  Board,  in  order  to  secure  for  it  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  every  Parish  and  member  of  the  Dio- 
cese. Wherever  there  is  church  property,  whether  real  or 
personal,  without  legal  protection,  the  members  of  our  Church 
should  feel  it  to  be  their  duty,  in  my  judgment,  to  report  it  to 
the  trustees  of  the  Diocese,  and  I  beg  to  emphasise  this  recom- 
mendation in  regard  to  communion  services  which  may  have 
belonged  to  ancient  Parishes,  but  now  extinct  or  dormant. 
Moreover,  I  would  recommend  that  new  Churches  have  their 
titles  drawn  up  in  the  name  of  the  "  Trustees  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina]'  in  preference  to  being 
drawn  up  in  the  name  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  a  Vestry,  or  of  a 
private  person.  I  have  myself  been  very  glad  to  relieve 
myself  of  all  such  trusts  by  making  use  of  the  provisions  of 
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the  Act  aforesaid,  which  permits  a  transfer  of  trusts.  Con- 
siderable labor  will  devolve  upon  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Board,  and  particularly  upon  its  Secretary,  and  I 
bespeak  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Diocese  in  order  to 
make  this  labor  as  light  as  possible.  It  is  very  important  to 
place  Church  property,  as  far  as  possible,  beyond  the  risk  of 
alienation  from  its  original  purposes.  When  God  had  put  it 
into  the  hearts  of  his  servants  of  one  generation  to  give  a  gift 
to  His  service,  it  is  hard  that  such  gift  should  be  lost  to  the 
Church  by  the  indifference  or  neglect,  or  lack  of  self-denial  of 
an  after  generation.  As  a  general  thing,  responsibilities  of 
this  sort  do  not  rest  heavily  enough  upon  the  ordinary  ves- 
tryman. When  a  hard  pinch  comes  upon  a  Parish  to  meet 
its  current  expenses  he  is  too  apt  to  have  resort  to  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Church  for  relief.  There  comes  into  my  mind 
just  here  a  case  where  a  Vestry  parted  with  an  ancient  com- 
munion service,  or  a  portion  of  it,  in  order  to  purchase  or 
repair  a  rectory. 

I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  there  may  never  be  a  case  where 
Parish  property  may  not  be  alienated  or  changed,  but  then  it 
should  be  for  good  cause,  and  with  good  advice,  and  with  the 
sanction  of  a  body  which  is  removed  from  the  pressure  of 
Parish  necessity.  And  then,  too,  where  a  Parish  has  money 
to  be  invested,  and  the  Vestry  undertake  to  do  this,  and  loan 
it  perhaps  to  parishioners,  it  is  very  apt  to  breed  neighbor- 
hood troubles.  No  Vestryman  would  like  to  vote  to  fore- 
close upon  a  neighbor,  or  enforce  a  bond  in  order  to  protect 
Church  property,  and  so  the  Parish  inheritance  sometimes 
slips  away.  To  my  mind  it  would  be  better  for  all  concerned 
to  commit  the  keeping  of  such  funds  to  the  trustees  of  the 
Diocese,  in  trust  for  the  Parish. 

Before  I  leave  this  portion  of  my  remarks  I  would  suggest 
that  it  might  be  well  if  in  the  annual  reports  of  the  Parishes 
to  the  Convention  the  amount  of  property  held  by  them, 
with  its  value,  should  be  stated.  We  report  current  expenses 
and  why  not  property,  as,  for  instance,  the  worth  of  Church 
buildings,  rectories,  glebes.  Very  many  Dioceses  do  this, 
I  observe;  but  when  I  come  to  make  up  the  financial  report 
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of  our  Diocese,  which  includes  these  statistics,  I  am  entirely 
unable  to  fill  out  this  portion  of  our  return  to  the  General 
Convention. 

The  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  which  will  have 
had  the  parochial  reports  before  it,  will  put  you  in  possession 
of  the  work  of  the  past  year,  and  I  beg  to  impress  upon  my 
brethren  of  the  Clergy,  the  importance  of  making  those  re- 
ports full  and  accurate,  as  the  committee  have  more  than 
once  suggested.  Accurate  and  full  statistics  show  us  what 
We  are  doing,  and  where  we  are,  but  imperfect  statistics  are 
worse  than  none  at  all.  It  is  somewhat  laborious  to  make 
out  an  accurate  return,  but  it  is  a  duty  nevertheless,  I  do 
not  suppose  that  our  Clergy  are  more  deficient  in  these  res- 
pects than  those  of  other  Dioceses,  but  there  is  room  for  an 
improvement. 

I  observe  in  our  Journal  foi  1878,  the  Secretary  says  that 
eight  Parishes  failed  to  report.  In  1879,  seven  failed.  In 
1880,  five  Parishes  did  not  report  families;  ten  did  not  report 
children  ;  four  did  not  report  communicants,  and  reports  were 
"  deficient  in  many  items.5' 

In  looking  over  the  Journal  of  our  General  Convention,  I 
observe  that  in  1814,  the  number  of  Parishes  in  eighteen 
Dioceses  not  reporting,  was  303.  In  1877,  number  of  Parishes 
in  twenty-eight  Dioceses,  and  one  Missionary  jurisdiction  not 
reporting,  was  229.  In  1880,  number  of  Parishes  in  twenty- 
three  Dioceses,  and  one  Missionary  jurisdiction  not  reporting, 
was  217*  As  there  are  forty-eight  Dioceses  altogether,  in 
twenty-five  of  these  for  1 880,  every  Parish  made  its  report. 
And  yet  the  carefulness  of  these  twenty-five  Dioceses,  when 
you  regard  the  report  from  the  whole  Church,  is  set  at  naught 
by  the  carelessness  and  neglect  of  the  217  Parishes  which 
made  no  report  in  the  remaining  Dioceses. 

If  I  do  not  make  special  mention  of  the  University  of  the 
South,  it  is  because  you  will  have  a  report  from  your  trustees. 
For  some  cause,  which  I  cannot  account  for,  the  offerings  of 
the  Diocese  in  support  of  the  Theological  School,  have  fallen 
off  from  those  of  last  year.  If  also  I  do  not  dwell  upon  the 
important  work  going  on  at  the  Holy  Communion  Church 
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Institute,  it  is  because  I  have  said  all  I  had  to  say  in  apprecia- 
tion of  this  noble  work,  in  former  addresses  to  the  Diocesan 
Convention. 

With  reference  to  Diocesan  Missions,  let  me  say  a  word, 
for  they  touch  our  own  Church-life  very  nearly. 

There  are  several  points  in  the  Diocese  which  call  for  more 
frequent  ministrations,  and  if  they  could  be  supplied,  the  re- 
sult would  be  encouraging. 

We  have  in  process  of  building,  or  about  to  build  at  differ- 
ent points,  and  which  will  soon  call  for  consecration,  some 
nine  or  ten  Churches  and  Chapels.  But  the  real  difficulty 
commences  when  the  Chapel  or  Church  has  been  built,  fin- 
ished, and  consecrated.  That  difficulty  is  to  maintain  regular 
services  there  by  a  clergyman  in  full  orders.  We  cannot  ex- 
temporize, so  to  speak,  our  ministers,  but  if  they  are  in  Priests 
Orders,  they,  as  a  rule,  must  have  a  collegiate  education,  or 
its  equivalent. 

It  takes  about  ten  years  of  study,  if  one  is  a  candidate  for 
Priest's  Orders,  before  he  can  be  made  Deacon.  Three  years 
in  preparation  for  college — four  years  in  college — and  three 
years  of  theological  study.  And  then,  when  after  all  this 
preparation  has  been  concluded,  and  the  young  man  has  re- 
ceived the  Church's  commission  at  the  hands  of  the  Bishop, 
in  spite  of  all  the  guards  and  cautions  which  keep  the  way  to 
Holy  Orders,  not  every  clergyman,  to  use  a  common  expres- 
sion, is  a  "  success  "  in  the  eyes  of  our  Parishes,  particularly 
of  our  smaller  Parishes. 

Not  every  clergyman  can  bean  Apollos,  or  "eloquent  man, " 
but  our  weak  congregations  very  naturally  covet  such  an  one, 
in  order  to  set  forth  the  claims  of  their  church  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage. And  sometimes  I  find  myself  halting  in  my  sym- 
pathy between  the  clergyman  and  the  congregation.  Some- 
times the  clergyman  on  a  meagre  salary  doing  his  best  and 
faithful,  is  unappreciated.  On  the  other  hand,  here  is  a 
promising  young  congregation,  anxious  to  grow,  and  with  an 
opportunity  to  grow,  but  the  clergyman  knows  nothing  of 
the  "art  of  putting  things,"  and  cannot  wait  to  get  firmly 
seated  in  the  confidence  of  his  people,  but  at  once  begins  a 
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course  of  administration  which  before  long  leads  to  a  rupture. 
As  usual  fault  is  with  both.  The  congregation  is  hard  to 
please  perhaps,  and  is  somewhat  over  critical,  and  the  clergy- 
man it  may  be  has  given  needless  offence,  and  so  before  very 
long  a  separation  comes  about,  the  clergyman  goes  to  a  new 
parish,  and  the  congregation  seeks  for  a  new  clergyman,  but 
in  the  meanwhile  is  put  back  in  its  growth.  But  suppose 
none  of  these  difficulties  to  exist ;  suppose  there  are  at  hand 
clergymen  entirely  competent  to  do  the  work  in  these  newly 
built  churches — competent  by  education,  by  consecration  to 
their  calling,  and  by  good  sound  judgment,  and  who  say  to 
the  Bishop,  here  am  I,  send  me;  then  the  question  of  pecuni- 
ary support  arises,  not  that  the  clergyman  is  mercenary,  but 
because  the  "  Lord  has  ordained  that  they  who  preach  the 
Gospel  should  live  of  the  Gospel."  Yes  live  of  the  Gospel 
that  is  all.  He  will  never  lay  up  money  from  his  salary  be  it 
large  or  small.  I  am  a  clergyman  and  a  son  of  a  clergyman, 
but  in  all  my  life  I  never  knew  one  who  left  anything  of  con- 
sequence behind  him  in  the  way  of  property  saved  from  his 
salary.  A  clergyman's  support  is  not  in  the  way  of  profes- 
sional emolument,  it  simply  enables  him  to  devote  himself 
without  distraction  to  the  study  and  exposition  of  divine  things. 
You  cannot  pay  him  in  silver  and  gold  for  his  services.  If  he 
is  a  popular  preacher  only,  and  you  regard  his  sermons  in  the 
light  of  an  entertainment,  then  indeed,  the  entertainment 
gives  you  a  return  for  your  pew  rent,  but  I  am  not  speaking 
of  such,  but  of  one  who  being  well  equipped  for  the  sacred 
ministry  gives  his  life  for  the  sheep,  in  the  pulpit,  in  the  Sun- 
day School,  in  the  lecture  room,  in  the  chamber  of  the  sick, 
at  the  side  of  the  broken  hearted,  and  in  speaking  the  Gospel 
of  Peace  to  such  as  mourn  for  sin.  O  no,  you  cannot  pay  for 
such  services  in  dollars  and  cents.  It  is  said  that  the  minis- 
try is  coming  to  be  looked  upon,  more  and  more,  as  a  pro- 
fession whereby  to  gain  a  livelihood.  I  hope  not,  most  sin- 
cerely, for  the  result  can  only  be  bitterness  and  disappoint- 
ment. The  true  return  to  one  who  gives  himself  to  the  work 
of  the  ministry,  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact,  that  of  all  lives  it  is 
most  like  the  life  of  our  Lord,  and  brings  us  more  closely  into 
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the  presence  of  celestial  and  eternal  truths  than  any  other  life, 
while  at  the  same  time  also,  in  many  ways,  it  has  the  promise 
of  the  life  that  now  is,  if  only  our  heart  is  in  our  work.  But 
even  so,  where  the  salary  is  both  offered  and  received  simply 
to  enable  a  clergyman  to  give  himself  wholly  to  this  work, 
how  shall  it  be  raised  as  in  the  cases  supposed  ?  The  new 
congregation  is  small  and  must  be  united  with  others,  and 
they  have  done  well  in  building  their  church,  but  their  means 
are  at  present  quite  inadequate  to  support  a  clergyman.  In 
this  case  the  Diocese  must  come  to  their  assistance,  which  it 
endeavors  to  do  through  its  Missionary  Board.  But  the 
Board  can  only  do  its  work  as  it  is  sustained  by  the  parishes 
and  congregations.  And  the  parishes  will,  as  a  general  rule, 
do  their  duty  in  this  particular  as  it  is  impressed  upon  them 
by  the  clergy.  The  Convention  has  named  four  offerings  a 
year  for  this  purpose,  but  some  of  our  congregations  not  com- 
plying with  this  recommendation,  or  its  equivalent,  I  was 
compelled  to  call  attention  to  the  needs  of  our  Diocesan 
Board  in  a  Pastoral  Letter. 

Just  here  and  before  I  leave  this  subject  I  must  give  ex- 
pression to  the  wish  that  this  Diocese  might  be  able  to  relin- 
quish the  appropriation  made  to  it  from  the  Board  in  New 
York,  so  that  the  amount  bestowed  upon  us  might  be  given 
to  the  missionary  jurisdictions  in  the  West  and  Southwest. 
I  have  mentioned  it,  I  think,  once  or  twice  before,  but  such 
things  are  so  soon  forgotten  that  I  will  repeat  for  your  infor- 
mation what  may  have  been  said  already.  We  have  received 
assistance  from  the  Board  in  New  York  annually  since  the 
close  of  the  war.  For  some  years  consecutively  the  appro- 
priation was  $6,000.  At  present  the  appropriation  made  to 
this  Diocese  is  $1,800,  $l.OOO  being  for  work  among  the  col- 
ored people,  and  $800  to  aid  clergymen  serving  white  con- 
gregations. It  is  of  this  latter  appropriation  that  I  should  be 
glad  to  relieve  the  Board  in  New  York,  after  receiving  assist- 
ance from  it  for  fifteen  consecutive  years,  but  I  cannot  recom- 
mend such  action  until  our  Diocesan  Board  shall  be  able  to 
provide  altogether  for  Diocesan  Missions. 

During  the  month  of  October  I  was  in  New  York,  in  at- 
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tendance  upon  the  General  Convention.  It  was  a  very  pleas- 
ant as  well  as  fruitful  session,  and  quite  void  of  theological 
acrimony.  Our  church  is  getting  more  at  one.  One  very 
interesting  feature  was  the  prominence  given  to  the  mission- 
ary work  of  the  church,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  Hitherto 
it  had  been  discussed  in  the  evenings,  in  a  somewhat  desul- 
tory manner,  and  with  no  necessary  connection  with  the  Con- 
vention ;  but  now  the  consideration  of  the  missions  of  the 
church  was  made  a  part  of  its  business,  and  this  not  in  a 
corner,  and  at  night,  but  in  the  day  time.  Both  Houses  met 
together  and  sat  as  one  body,  and  gave  the  work  their  best 
attention.  One  could  not  but  be  impressed  with  its  magni- 
tude, as  he  heard  from  the  lips  of  our  Missionary  Bishops  the- 
tale  of  its  trials  and  its  successes. 

The  question  how  can  this  work  best  be  supported  was 
very  fully  discussed.  It  must  be  put  on  a  business  footing, 
so  that  the  church  may  know  how  much  she  will  have  to 
expend,  said  our  business  men.  Let  the  church  in  the  United 
States  adopt  the  plan  of  the  mother-church  in  England. 
There,  subscriptions  from  the  lowest  to  the  highest  are  gath- 
ered from  all  the  parishes  in  the  land,  and  the  aggregate  is 
very  large.  So  it  would  be,  it  was  argued,  with-  us.  The 
Convention  agreed  to  try  the  experiment,  and  subscription- 
books  in  behalf  of  the  general  missions  of  our  church  have 
been  issued  to  all  our  congregations  through  their  rectors. 
The  result  of  the  experiment  will  be  fully  tested  by  our  next 
General  Convention. 

On  the  1 8th  of  October,  both  Houses  sitting  as  a  Board 
of  Missions,  the  following  resolution  was  introduced,  and 
adopted  : 

"  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  take 
into  consideration  the  general  subject  of  adequate  and  sys- 
tematic aid  for  the  erection  of  new  churches,  and  especially 
to  consider  the  expediency  of  organizing  a  Society  of  the 
whole  American  Church  to  promote  church-building,  and  of 
inaugurating  the  formation  of  a  Centennial  Fund  of  a  million 
of  dollars  for  that  purpose." 
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ist.  At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention  as  a  Board  of 
Missions,  the  committee  of  five  made  a  report,  submitting  a 
plan  of  organization,  which  was  adopted.  In  accordance  with 
this  plan  there  has  been  established  a  Commission,  which  has 
already  entered  upon  its  work,  to  be  known  as  the  "  American 
Church  Building  Fund  Commission,"  which  consists  of  all 
the  Bishops  of  this  Church,  and  of  one  clergyman  and  one 
layman  for  each  Diocese  and  Missionary  Jurisdiction.  - 

2d.  There  is  to  be  created  a  permanent  fund,  to  be  called 
the  "Church  Building  Fund,'v  the  principal  of  which  shall  be 
preserved  intact  and  properly  invested,  and  the  income  of 
which  shall  be  devoted  to  aiding  in  the  erection  of  churches 
•  in  places  where  such  assistance  shall  be  necessary  or  expe- 
dient. 

3d.  This  Building  Fund  Commission,  thus  composed  of  all 
the  Bishops,  and  of  one  clergyman  and  one  layman  from  each 
Diocese  and  Missionary  Jurisdiction,  shall  have  the  charge 
and  custody  of  said  fund,  to  invest  the  same  as  shall  seem  to 
them  most  prudent  and  expedient,  and  to  apply  the  income 
thereof  in  aid  of  the  building  of  new  churches,  as  they 
shall  deem  proper,  provided  that  not  exceeding  five  hun- 
dred dollars  shall  be  donated  to  any  one  church  for  such 
purpose. 

4th.  Said  Commission  may,  in  their  discretion,  loan  portions 
of  the  principal  of  said  fund  to  aid  in  erection  of  Churches, 
where  such  assistance  is  desirable  ;  provided,  that  in  every 
case,  the  Church  so  aided  be  otherwise  entirely  free  from 
debt  ;  that  the  loan  shall  not  exceed  one-third  of  the  value 
•of  the  property  loaned  upon  ;  shall  be  payable  in  instalments 
in  not  exceeding  five  years,  with  reasonable  interest,  and  shall 
be  secured  by  a  bond  and  mortgage,  or  deed  of  trust,  which 
shall  be  a  first  lien  on  said  property. 

5th.  Said  Commission  shall  have  power  to  organize  auxil- 
iary committees,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  all  its 
proceedings,  and  of  the  Building  Fund,  to  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, when  in  session,  and  to  the  Board  of  Managers  thereof 
in  other  years.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  shall  be  the  Treasurer  of  said  Commis- 
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sion,  and  twenty-five  members  of  said  Commission  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  when  regularly  convened. 

An  Executive  Committee,  to  carry  the  proposed  organiza- 
tion into  effect,  composed  of  three  Bishops,  six  Presbyters, 
and  six  Laymen,  was  appointed  October  27th.  From  the 
President  of  this  Executive  Committee,  the  Bishop  of  Albany, 
I  received,  some  time  since,  a  circular  letter,  bearing  date 
February  2d,  1881,  which  will  complete  the  information 
which  I  have  to  put  before  you  in  regard  to  this  matter. 

The  letter  goes  on  to  say  : 

"The  American  Church  Building  Commission  was  organ- 
ized by  the  Board  of  Missions,  in  New  York,  last  October,  as 
an  instrumentality  to  assist  the  Bishops  and  the  Domestic 
Committee  in  the  work  of  extending  the  Church  in  our  Dio- 
ceses and  Missionary  jurisdictions.  We  are  very  anxious  to 
plant  a  centre  of  operations  in  every  Diocese  of  the  country  ; 
and,  to  this  end,  I  write  to  ask  your  assistance. 

The  policy  proposed  is  the  formation  of  at  least  one  auxil- 
iary Association  or  Committee  in  every  Diocese,  to  secure 
annual  offerings  in  the  Churches,  and  personal  subscriptions 
in  the  Parishes,  through  the  various  Rectors.  Of  course  we 
shall  act  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  each  Bishop  ;  and  I 
write,  therefore,  to  ask  for  any  counsel  and  suggestions  you 
may  incline  to  give  us  about  the  prosecution  of  our  work  ; 
and,  secondly,  to  urge  upon  you  the  importance  of  calling  the 
attention  of  your  own  clergy  and  people  to  the  value  and  the 
needs  of  the  Commission. " 

In  answer  to  the  above,  I  remarked,  that  our  Diocesan 
Convention  would  meet  soon,  and  that  I  thought  it  best  to 
await  your  assembling  before  bringing  so  important  a  matter 
to  the  attention  of  the  Diocese.  I  leave  this  matter,  there- 
fore, with  you,  my  brethren,  to  suggest  the  mpde  how  we 
may  best  confer  and  co-operate  with  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  the  Commission,  and  would  be  glad  to  have  you  take 
some  action  on  this  part  of  my  address. 

I  have  mentioned,  in  my  preceding  remarks,  that  we  have 
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some  nine  or  ten  Churches  in  different  parts  of  the  Diocese 
in  process  of  building  or  about  to  be  built,  and  all,  with  one 
exception,  asking  aid.  What  is  the  case  to-day  will  be  the 
case  for  many  years  to  come.  New  congregations  will  almost 
necessarily  call  for  assistance,  and  this  Church  Building  Fund 
will  stand  ready  to  help  them.  But  to  entitle  us  to  ask  for 
such  aid;  we  must  do  what  we  can  to  make  this  Commission 
a  success.  We  may  not  be  able  to  do  much,  but  we  can  give 
the  plan  our  co-operation,  and  such  assistance  as  will  be  con- 
sistent with  our  many  and  more  immediate  and  more  press- 
ing calls. 

It  becomes  my  duty  under  Article  8  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  General  Convention,  to  extend  to  you  the  notice  given 
me  by  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Depu- 
ties, concerning  the  adoption  of  the  General  Convention  of  a 
resolution  amending  the  ratification  of  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  agreed  to  in  October,  1789.  This  ratification  precedes 
the  preface. 

The  action  of  the  General  Convention  in  this  particular 
having  been  communicated  by  your  Secretary  on  yesterday, 
there  is  no  need  of  further  mention  of  it,  in  this  address. 

But  I  must  not  detain  you  longer  in  justice  to  the  business 
which  is  awaiting  you. 

I  cannot,  however,  altogether  pass  by  a  subject  which  has 
attracted  more  than  usual  attention  in  the  course  of  the  past 
year,  and  which  I  approach  with  no  small  reluctance.  I  refer 
to  duelling,  and  if  I  speak  of  it  in  this  council  of  our  Church, 
it  is  not  with  reference,  or  very  little,  to  those  who  are  outside 
of  and  beyond  its  communion,  but  with  reference  to  those 
who  are  within.  "  Do  not  ye  judge  them  that  are  within  ?"* 
says  the  Apostle  to  the  Corinthians.  I  am  not  then  con- 
cerned with  duelling  to-day,  save  only  as  it  concerns  those 
who  go  rp  to  the  Lord's  Table."  I  do  not  mean  to  speak  of 
its  history,  how  it  came  to  have  its  rise,  and  how  it  came  to 
impose  its  yoke  upon  the  higher  classes  of  society.  All  this 
you  know  and  are  more  familiar  with  probably  than  he  who 
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addresses  you.  Neither  do  I  mean  to  denounce  it  or  those 
who  conform  to  its  code,  "as  if  they  were  sinners  above  all 
the  Galileans."  The  fault  is  not  so  much  with  them  as  with 
the  community  and  its  tyrannous  opinious.  This  opinion 
may  have  no  foundation  in  reason,  being  as  arbitrary  as  the 
edicts  of  fashion  pertaining  to  dress,  but  nevertheless  to  refuse 
to  obey  this  opinion  and  so  lose  the  social  recognition  of 
those  with  whom  you  are  accustomed  most  to  associate,  is  not 
the  smallest  trial  in  life.  Will  you  uphold  the  social  neces- 
sity of  duelling  at  the  club,  at  the  dinner  table,  in  the  drawing 
room,  and  have  your  opinions,  it  may  be,  re-echoed  by  wives 
and  mothers,  and  sisters,  and  then  when  a  catastrophe  occurs, 
which  rocks  the  State  from  end  to  end,  lift  up  your  hands  in 
horror?  "I  tell  you  nay,"  but  except  we,  the  community, 
repent,  our  sons,  it  may  be,  shall  "likewise  perish."  And 
in  the  formation  of  a  sound  Christian  opinion  of  the  duel  I 
very  much  fear,  my  Brethren  of  the  Convention,  that  our 
Church  in  this  Diocese  has  not  done  all  that  she  ought  to  do. 
I  fear  that  in  this  matter  the  world  has  influenced  us  more 
than  we  the  world.  I  am  afraid  that  were  a  record  to  be  laid 
before  us  of  all  such  encounters  as  I  am  now  speaking  of,  it 
would  be  found  that  in  the  greater  number  of  these,  persons, 
more  or  less  intimately  connected  with  our  Church,  bore 
some  part.  But  however  that  may  be,  I  have  heard  with 
very  great  regret  and  sorrow  that  within  the  past  few  years, 
at  different  times,  no  less  than  five  or  six  communicants  of 
the  Church  have  been  engaged  in,  or  sanctioned  by  their 
presence,  the  personal  resort  to  arms.  If  the  belief  was  en- 
tertained that  such  a  course  was  not  in  contradiction  of  their 
profession,  then  how  much  was  that  profession  misunderstood. 
If,  on  the  other  hand,  it  was  felt  to  be  in  contradiction,  then 
how  omnipotent  the  evil  public  sentiment  of  the  community 
which  overmastered  their  convictions.  My  dear  brethren,  if 
we  are  disciples  of  a  crucified  Lord  we  must  look  to  come  in 
conflict  with  the  world  in  one  form  or  another.  In  old  times 
it  would  have  thrown  you  to  the  lions,  but  I  do  not  know 
that  such  a  martyrdom  is  worse  than  that  of  modern  times 
in  which  a  young  man  having  but  a  brief  record  behind  him, 
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refuses  for  Christ  sake  either  to  give  or  accept  a  challenge 
in  a  community  which  continues  to  regard  the  duel  as  the 
ultimate  resort  of  strife. 

But  notwithstanding,  I  beg  to  impress  upon  communicants 
their  responsibilities,  and  the  solemn  obligations  which  are 
resting  upon  them  not  to  bring  reproach  upon  the  Church  of 
Christ  which  He  purchased  with  His  blood.  I  would  not 
draw  arbitrary  lines  between  you  and  the  world  in  which 
you  live,  as  if  it  were  under  a  curse  and  not  under  redemp- 
tion. I  would  not  make  religion  to  consist  in  not  doing  this 
or  that,  or  in  holding  this  or  that  theological  opinion,  but  I 
would  make  it  a  bond  which  binds  you  to  a  living  Christ  and 
makes  His  life  the  rule  of  your  life  in  thought,  word,  and 
deed  ;  and  then,  as  by  necessary  consequence,  all  that  con- 
tradicts this  life  in  you  must  also  contradict  the  good  confes- 
sion which  you  made  with  your  own  mouth  and  consent  at 
the  chancel.  And  I  am  sure  that  I  need  enter  into  no  argu- 
ment to  show  that  to  give  or  accepc  a  challenge,  or  to  aid  by 
counsel  or  presence  such  a  strife  of  blood,  must  be  among  the 
foremost  of  these  contradictions.  The  rule  for  us  to  follow 
who  come  to  Holy  Communion,  is  not  that  of  the  law,  "an 
eye  for  an  eye  and  a  tooth  for  a  tooth,"  but  this  rather,  14  ven- 
geance is  Mine,  I  will  repay  saith  the  Lord."  And  if  some  of 
our  communicants  have  failed  to  observe  this  rule,  misled  by 
error  of  judgment,  o'r  old  traditions,  or  popular  sentiment,  I 
nevertheless  recall  with  pleasure  an  instance  where  this  popu- 
lar sentiment  failed  to  warp  the  Christian  principle  of  a  Sena- 
tor from  this  State,  now  with  God,  who  said  that  he  could 
not  and  would  not  receive  a  challenge,  because  it  would  be 
in  violation  of  the  vows  which  were  upon  him,  before  the 
altar  of  God.  It  is  said  that  from  henceforth  a  new  future  is 
before  us  in  regard  to  duelling.  It  is  predicted  by  many,  that 
in  this  respect  also,  u  old  things  have  passed  away."  I  trust 
it  may  be  so  with  all  my  heart.  It  is  said  that  recent  State 
legislation  by  its  severe  and  minute  enactments,  have  made 
the  duel  impossible.  Again  I  say,  God  grant  it;  but  none  of 
us  must  forget  that  the  efficiency  of  the  law  will  depend  to  a 
very  great  extent  upon  public  opinion.    If  the  recent  legisla- 
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tion  is  the  legitimate  offspring-  of  public  opinion,  or  if  it  be  a 
true  index  that  public  opinion  has  changed,  then  we  may 
hope  for  the  best ;  but  it  may  be  well  to  remember  that  the 
wind  has  not  changed  because  we  have  turned  the  vane  on  the 
church-spire.  But  if  legislation  should  prove  successful  in 
suppressing  duelling,  then  while  most  glad  of  such  a  result, 
we  cannot  conceal  from  ourselves  the  sarcasm  hidden  in  it. 
While  the  State,  that  is,  only  forbade  it;  while  only  God's 
law  forbade  it ;  while  it  only  made  widows  and  orphans,  it 
maintained  a  bold  front,  but  it  surrenders  at  once  when  the 
law  says,  and  enforces  \vThat  it  says,  that  if  I  fight  a  duel  I 
shall  not  hold  office.  In  conclusion,  I  repeat  what  I  have 
just  said,  God  grant  that  in  this  respect,  "  old  things  may 
pass  away  ;  "  but  in  case  they  do  not,  and  should  instances 
still  arise  where  communicants  of  the  Church  are  found  giving 
their  presence  to  the  field  of  strife,  then  I  speak  not  aldne  my 
own  judgment,  but  the  judgment  of  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese,  and  I  trust  also  the  judgment  of  this  Conven- 
tion, particularly  of  its  L.ay  Deputies,  that  in  such  a  case  the 
Parish  Minister  should  not  receive  such  at  the  Lord's  Table. 

And  now  my  brethren  of  the  Convention,  I  commend  you 
and  your  work  to  God  and  His  Grace.  May  He  stir  up  our 
wills,  and  may  His  Holy  Spirit  in  all  things,  direct  and  rule 
our  hearts,  that  we,  plenteously  bringing  forth  the  fruit  of 
good  works,  may,  by  Him,  be  plenteously  rewarded. 

The  time  is  short,  let  us  work  earnestly  in  the  fear  and  love 
of  God  and  of  one  another.  Each  Annual  Convention  in  which 
we  miss  familiar  faces  of  brethren,  whether  clerical  or  lay, 
should  remind  us  that  we,  before  very  long,  must  join  them. 

The  Church  for  which  we  consult,  is  the  spouse  of  Christ 
and  His  Body.  And  if  it  shall  happen  that  the  same  Church, 
or  any  member  thereof,  do  take  any  hurt  or  hindrance  by 
reason  of  our  negligence,  we  know  that  the  greatness  of  the 
fault  will  one  day  be  made  manifest  at  the  judgment-seat  of 
Christ. 

And  now  abideth  Faith,  Hope,  and  Charity,  but  the  great- 
est  of  these  is  Charity.

APPENDIX  II. 


ANNUAL  COMMUNCATION  OF  THE  STANDING 
COMMITTEE. 


The  Standing  Committee  respectfully  present  their  Annual 
Report. 

They  have  accepted  the  resignation  of  Rev.  J.  E.  Jackson, 
who  has  removed  from  the  Diocese,  and  have  elected  Rev. 
Edward  R.  Miles  in  his  place. 

They  have  recommended  to  the  Bishop  as  Candidates  for 
Holy  Orders,  Mr.  John  Gass  and  Mr.  S.  Warren  King. 

They  have  recommended  that  Mr.  Thaddaeus  Saltus  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  Sacred  Order  of  Deacons. 

The  Committee  have  also  given  to  the  Bishop  their  judq - 
ment,  as  his  counsel  of  advice,  in  compliance  with  his  request. 

They  call  the  attention  of  the  Diocese  to  the  rule  which 
they  have  adopted,  that  at  least  one  month's  notice  be  re- 
quired before  they  act  upon  any  application  for  admission  to 
Holy  Orders. 

They  also  append  to  their  report  the  following  resolutions, 
intended  to  promote  harmonious  religious  relations  between 
the  two  races  in  this  Diocese  : 

Resolved,  I.  That  under  Divine  Providence  two  races  have 
been  brought  together  in  this  Diocese  to  occupy  the  same 
territory,  differing  in  all  those  essential  characteristics  which 
constitute  different  peoples,  and  most  especially  in  Christian 
knowledge  and  culture. 

Resolved,  II.  That  under  such  circumstances  this  Diocese 
has  become  a  missionary  field,  in  which  the  race  in  possession 
of  the  higher  gifts  should  endeavor  to  advance  the  Christian 
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condition  of  their  deficient  neighbors,  and  are  invested  with 
proper  authority  to  promote  that  end. 

Resolved,  III.  That  it  would  reverse  the  order  of  mis- 
sionary operations  and  even  of  nature  itself,  and  could  tend 
to  the  advaniage  of  neither  race,  that  the  r?ce  having  the 
lesser  Christian  knowledge  and  culture  should  be  advanced  to 
the  position  of  teachers  and  rulers  of  the  other  race. 

Resolved,  IV.  That  the  authorities  of  the  Church  not  real- 
izing that  this  is  the  condition  of  the  Southern  Dioceses,  have 
as  yet  made  no  provision  for  its  remedy,  and  that  until  such 
provision  shall  be  made,  it  is  not  expedient  to  invest  indi- 
viduals of  the  less  advanced  race  with  official  authority  over 
the  other  race. 

Resolved,  V.  That  the  practice  of  the  early  Church  and  the 
experience  of  our  own  Missionaries  in  like  circumstances, 
suggest  the  employment  of  Evangelists  and  Catechists,  or 
some  order  of  inferior  clergy  who,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Bishop,  could  supply  such  religious  teaching  and  services  as 
the  occasion  may  require. 

Resolved,  VI  That  the  case  now  presented  to  the  Comtnittee 
is  exceptional  in  so  many  particulars  that  when  it  is  under- 
stood to  be  the  intention  of  the  applicant  to  confine  the  minis- 
trations of  his  office  to  St.  Mark's  and  similar  congregations, 
the  objections  to  his  admission  may  be  considered  as  suffi- 
ciently obviated  to  allow  his  testimonials  to  be  signed  by  the 
whole  Committee.

APPENDIX  III. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 

DIOCESE. 


The  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South 
Carolina,  respectfully  report : 

That  they  have  organized  under  the  Act  of  Incorporation 
of  1880,  by  electing  the  following  officers  : 

Right  Rev.  W.  B.  W.  Howe,  D.  D.,  President. 
Rev.  C.  C.  Pinckney,  D.  D.,  Vice-President. 
W.  Alston  Pringle,  Scaetary  and  Treasurer. 

They  have  also  appointed  an  Executive  Committee,  and 
have  adopted  Bye-Laws  for  their  government. 

They  have  agreed  to  lease  the  Church  building  of  St. 
Helena  Church,  Beaufort,  which  was  abandoned  and  in  a 
ruinous  condition,  to  a  congregation  of  Colored  Methodists, 
for  a  period  of  five  years,  upon  condition  that  they  would  re- 
pair the  building  and  keep  it  in  repair. 

And  they  have  taken  steps  for  the  protection  and  preserva- 
tion of  the  property  of  the  following  Churches  :  Emanuel 
Church,  Landsford  ;  St.  Mark's,  Chester  ;  St.  Stephen's  and 
St.  John's  Chapels,  and  Calvary  Church,  Charleston;  the 
Church  on  James  Island,  and  in  Laurens. 

The  Bishop  has  deposited  with  them  the  title  deeds  to  him 
for  Church  lots  from  Catharine  C.  Palmer,  of  a  lot  of  land  in 
Orangeburg,  and  from  Cornelius  Graham,  of  a  lot  of  land  in 
Marion. 

The  Rev.  Benjamin  Allston  has  conveyed  to  them  a  lot  of 
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land  in  Prince  Frederick's  Parish,  upon  which  there  is  a 
Church  for  colored  persons. 

The  Bishop  has  also  deposited  with  them  the  receipts  of 
St.  Thaddeus  Church,  Aiken,  for  the  Communion  Plate  of  St. 
Bartholomew's  Church,  and  of  Grace  Church,  Anderson,  for 
the  Communion  Plate  of  St.  Helena  Church.  The  said  Plate 
having  been  lent  by  the  Bishop  to  those  Churches,  until  re- 
quired by  the  original  owners.  One  additional  cup  and  plate, 
formerly  belonging  to  St.  Helena  Church,  have  been  lent  to 
St.  John's  Chapel,  Charleston. 

The  Bishop  has  likewise  deposited  with  them  one  regis- 
tered bond  for  $1,000,. (one  thousand  dollars,)  in  the  name  of 
Calvary  Church,  Charleston.

APPENDIX  IV. 


REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE 
OF  THE  CHURCH. 


The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave 
respectfully  to  report : 

That  they  feel  it  their  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Church  to  the  apparent  apathy  in  the  Diocese  by  the  small 
attendance  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Laity  at  the  Diocesan 
Convention.  If  the  Church  was  pulsating  with  life,  the  breth- 
ren would  love  to  come  together  and  to  talk  of  the  things 
which  concern  the  Kingdom  of  God,  and  to  look  one  another 
in  the  face,  and  to  cheer  one  another  by  the  telling  one 
another  of  their  hopes  and  fears,  their  failures  and  success- 
And  when  we  consider  the  sad  exhibit  of  alack  of  missionary 
spirit  in  the  Church  when  even  its  members  do  not  attend 
the  missionary  service  of  the  Convention,  so  that  it  was  diffi- 
cult to  procure  a  quorum  last  night,  our  hearts  tremble  for 
the  Ark  of  God.  Your  Committee  are  impressed  with  the 
truth  that  where  there  is  no  missionary  spirit,  the  state  of  the 
Church  is  lamentable  indeed.  It  is  not  thus  with  military 
companies,  nor  masonic  lodges,  nor  railroad  conventions, 
where  their  members  mean  progress.  The  children  of  this 
world  are  wiser  in  their  generation  than  the  children  of  light. 
It  affords  your  Committee  pleasure  to  state,  there  has  been  a 
more  general  report  from  the  Clergy  than  ever  before  ;  the 
Rev.  J.  M.  Green,  and  the  Rev.  W.  P.  Dubose,  being  the  only 
two  who  have  sent  in  no  report,  and  these  are  not  in  charge  of 
any  Parish.

There  is  this  interesting  new  feature  among  the  reports: 
We  find  three  from  Lay  Readers  in  three  Parishes,  who  are 
doing  much  to  build  for  Christ,  'till  a  minister  comes  to  them 
to  break  the  bread  of  life.  There  are  some  features  of  the 
reports  to  which  we  wish  to  call  attention  : 

There  are  70  reports  from  Parishes  and  Missions;  in  12  of 
them  not  one  baptism  ;  in  21  of  them  the  whole  number  of 
souls  is  not  reported  ;  how  can  we  get  an  accurate  idea  of  the 
Church  under  such  circumstances  ?  Surely  none  of  them  are 
so  large  but  a  little  care  and  system  would  enable  Missionaries 
and  Rectors  not  only  to  give  the  numbers,  but  the  names  of 
every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  Church  ;  in  36,  no  confir- 
mations reported.  This  is  owing  we  know  in  part  to  no  visi- 
tation during  the  year  by  the  Bishop  ;  but  we  must  ask  the 
Church  whether  its  state  is  encouraging,  when  in  an  whole 
Diocese  it  reports  200  white,  18  colored  ;  Total,  218,  and  40 
of  these  in  one  Parish.  What  right  have  the  Clergy  to  admit 
to  the  full  communion  and  membership  of  the  Church 
any  who  do  not  confess  Christ  in  the  Church's  order  by  the 
apostolic  rite  of  confirmation  ;  and  must  not  the  state  of  per- 
sonal religion  in  the  Church  be  very  dead  when  in  a  Parish, 
often  numbering  many  souls,  only  three  and  four  and  five  and 
sometimes  nine,  came  forward  to  be  confirmed.  Would  that 
your  Committee's  report  could  arouse  the  attention  of  the 
whole  Church  to  this  lamentable  state  of  things. 

Again,  out  of  the  76  reports,  38  made  no  statement  of  what 
the  Board  of  Missions  may  expect  from  the  church  to  carry 
on  its  work  this  year.  There  are  3,852  white  communicants 
in  the  38  Parishes,  which  make  a  statement  of  how  much  may 
be  expected,  and  the  total  promised  is  $1,038.50.  The  mere 
statement  of  such  a  fact  ought  to  make  us  blush,  and  make 
every  rector  and  missionary  determine  that  if  this  state  of 
things  continues,  either  it  is  his  fault,  or  that  his  people  are 
in  a  state  of  spiritual  indifference  that  they  ought  to  know 
by  very  plain  preaching.  One  of  our  largest  City  Parishes 
reports  nothing  last  year,  and  two  promise  nothing  this. 

Time  forbids  that  we  make  a  comparative  statement,  but 
we  hope  the  Church  will  look  at  the  Journal  of  last  year  and 
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see  where  we  are.  The  total  offerings  are  $72,482.77.  All 
parishes  and  stations  report  offerings,  save  five. 

We  do  not  report  the  remarks  of  the  missionaries,  as  all 
their  facts  are  brought  out  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, and  need  not  be  repeated.  Mr.  E.  T.  Walker's  con- 
tains one  feature,  to  which  we  call  attention. 

The  Rev.  E.  T.  Walker  reports  the  Director  of  the  Langley 
Mills  has  appropriated  $50  for  services  of  the  minister,  and  at 
St.  George's  Kaolin,  the  Directors  continue  their  liberal  aid. 
How  much,  is  not  stated-  The  Bath  Paper  Mills  are  being  re- 
stored, and  thus  soon  a  mission  work,  sufficient  to  occupy  the 
time  of  one  man,  will  offer  itself.  We  trust  the  man  and  the 
means  will  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Church.  Now7  that  the  slowly 
accumulating  surplus  of  the  incomes  of  our  people  is  being 
invested  in  manufactories,  if  the  Church  is  wise  in  her  day  to 
embrace  her  opportunities,  she  will  be  first  in  the  field  to 
train  the  operatives  in  her  holy  ways,  and  to  teach  them  the 
truth  as  she  holds  it. 

Christ  Church,  Charleston,  is  being  served  by  Mr.  H.  P. 
Archer,  a  layman,  with  a  faithfulness  which  must  excite  the 
admiration  of  the  Church,  and  with  a  success  which  ought  to 
stimulate  the  laymen  in  the  whole  Church  to  greater  efforts 
in  the  cause  of  Christ.  Your  Committee  desire  to  call  the 
particular  attention  of  the  Church  to  what  we  may  call  a 
remarkable  work — there  are  71  Sunday-school  scholars. 

Rev.  E.  Capers,  Christ  Church,  Greenville,  reports  a  tran- 
sept added,  giving  130  sittings  to  the  Church  and  a  new 
cruciform  Sunday-school,  the  first  the  gift  of  one  member, 
and  the  latter  the  united  efforts  of  the  Parish,  especially  from 
the  children.  He  reports  increased  zeal  and  attention,  and 
though  not  affluent,  his  people  have  given  most  liberally;  they 
lead  the  list;  while  to  him  personally  they  have  extended 
many  and  repeated  acts  of  kind  consideration. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Miles  reports  that  he  accepted  a  call  to  St. 
Luke's  Parish,  Charleston,  and  St.  Stephen's  Church  was 
closed  from  1st  Jan.  1881,  all  the  families,  save  two,  going 
with  him  to  St.  Luke's.    The  Chapel  has  reverted  to  the 
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Trustees  of  the  Diocese  and  remains  closed.  Can  the  Church 
find  no  use  for  this  property  ? 

Mr.  Miles  states  the  gratifying  fact  that  all  arrears  were 
settled,  but  does  not  state  the  amount. 

Rev.  A.  Toomer  Porter  reports  the  debt  on  St.  Mark's 
Church,  Charleston,  is  paid  in  full.  The  Vestry  have  ordered 
a  new  organ  to  be  placed  in  the  Church  in  October,  at  a  cost 
of  $1,650. 

The  ordination  of  Mr.  Saltus  and  his  assistance  as  Deacon 
in  charge,  has  given  an  impetus  to  the  Parish,  and  he  is  mak- 
ing good  proof  of  his  ministry. 

The  Sunday-school  is  flourishing.  There  are  237  children 
in  it,  and  a  second  class  for  confirmation  is  now  in  course 
of  preparation  to  be  presented  in  July  or  August  to  the 
Bishop. 

Rev.  A.  T.  Porter  reports  the  bonded  debt  of  the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Communion  for  the  recent  enlargement  of  the 
Church,  has  been  reduced  to  8440,  which  is  provided  for  by 
bonds  of  the  congregation,  paid  in  instalments  every  ninety 
days  ;  there  is  also  a  debt  of  $1,150  for  past  current  expenses 
which  is  provided  for  by  monthly  payments  of  the  Parish 
Aid  Association.  They  have  added  to  the  Church  Institutions 
of  the  Parish  a  Home  for  Ladies',  called  the  Caroline  Wilkin- 
son Home.  A  fuller  account  of  its  purposes  will  be  in  the 
Journal. 

The  House  of  Rest,  a  new  charity  of  the  Church,  is  con- 
nected with  no  Parish,  but  is  under  the  Chaplaincy  of  the  Rev. 
A.  T.  Porter.  There  have  been  admitted  to  its  shelter  in  seven 
years  82  adults,  54  children;  13  children  have  been  baptized 
and  5  prepared  for  confirmation  ;  5  adults  have  died  and  12 
children  ;  present  number  30;  46  have  been  there  through 
the  year.  This  is  a  work  of  very  intense  interest.  Your 
Committee  commend  it  to  the  sympathy  and  aid  of  the 
Church.  It  lives  by  the  prayer,  "  give  us  this  day  our  daily 
bread." 

The  Holy  Communion  Church  Institute  continues  to  do 
its  work.  There  have  been  148  tenants  of  the  Home,  and  93 
day  scholars.    The    Rector  has   received  from  the  North 
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$7>8o6  10;  from  England,  $2,613  71  ;  from  donations  in  South 
Carolina,  $2,319  66,  and  from  board  and  tuition,  $6,274  90,  a 
total  of  $19,01 1  37.  Several  of  its  graduates  are  in  the  Theo- 
logical Seminaries,  and  others  are  preparing  to  enter  on  a 
course  of  Theology. 

In  conclusion  your  Committee  have  to  regret  the  limited 
time  given  them  to  make  up  their  report,  and  do  ask  that  all 
these  reports  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  promptly,  the  first  of 
May,  and  that  he  be  instructed  to  send  them  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  and,  in  the 
event  of  his  death  or  absence,  to  the  next  clerical  member  of 
the  same,  that  the  whole  subject  may  be  effectively  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  Church,  and  the  report  be  ready  on  the 
first  or  second  clay,  when  the  Convention  has  some  number 
of  members  in  it  to  hear,  for  we  fear  our  reports  seldom  reach 
the  ears  or  eyes  of  any  but  those  present  when  it  is  read. 

We  recommend  that  each  clergyman  be  requested  to  read 
the  report  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  his  Parish  or  sta- 
tion, and  thus  secure  the  diffusion  of  the  information  con- 
tained. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  Registrar  be  instructed  to 
have  copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Convention,  now  bound  up 
in  Dalcho's  History,  and  inaccessible  to  many,  printed,  and 
that  he  use  all  diligence  to  procure  copies  of  all  the  Con- 
vention Journals,  and  have  them  bound  in  several  volumes 
and  kept  in  the  library  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity,  for  reference,  and  that  this  be  done  every  five 
years  for  the  current  Journals,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Dio- 
cese is  authorized  to  pay  the  draft  of  the  Registrar  to  pay  for 
same. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Conven- 
tion be  directed  not  to  have  the  Journal  of  the  Convention 
printed,  until  all  the  reports  are  sent  in,  and  all  the  items  are 
filled,  and  that  he  write  to  each  Rector  or  Missionary,  and 
state  the  items  wanted  and  wait  for  a  reply.  And  further, 
that  he  be  instructed  to  print  the  reports  of  the  Parishes  in 
the  Diocese,  in  the  alphabetical  order  of  the  Clergy,  and  not 
of  the  Parishes  nor  according  to  date  of  foundation. 
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We  also  recommend,  in  order  to  increase  the  offerings  for 
Diocesan  Missions,  the  adoption  of  the  plan  recommended  by 
the  General  Convention,  for  raising-  funds  for  Foreign  and 
Domestic  Missions,  viz  :  the  use  of  subscription  books  in  each 
Parish,  the  said  subscriptions  to  be  collected  every  quarter. 

The  use  of  such  subscription  books,  while  not  interfering 
with  the  present  mode  of  quarterly  collections,  we  believe, 
from  the  experience  of  some  of  the  brethren,  will  increase  the 
amount  required  for  Missions  in  the  State,  and  deepen  inter- 
est in  the  same. 

By  the  visitation  of  God,  St.  Mark's  Church,  Chester, 
has  been  destroyed  in  a  cyclone.  It  was  levelled  to  the 
ground.  The  congregation  are  not  disheartened,  and  have, 
with  renewed  zeal,  devoted  themselves  to  its  reconstruction. 
The  calamity  is  not  so  great  as  .it  seems,  as  the  Church  was 
out  of  repair;  but  the  necessity  now  is  upon  the  Church  to 
replace  it.  Some  nine  hundred  dollars  have  been  collected, 
and  we  hope  the  Church's  aid  in  the  Diocese  will  soon  com- 
plete the  amount  needed.  There  is  a  deficiency  of  four  hun- 
dred dollars  for  St.  Jude's  Walterboro',  and  the  Church  cannot 
be  finished  until  it  is  raised,

HOUSE  OF  REST. 
ITS  ORIGIN  AND  DEVELOPMENT. 


In  the  year  1872,  several  meetings  were  held  at  the  request 
of  the  Bishop,  to  form  plans  for  systematic  Church  work  in 
the  Public  Institutions  of  the  city. 

Two  ladies  of  different  Parishes,  became  weekly  visitors  at 
the  Alms  House,  where  they  found,  and  for  two  years  cared 
for,  three  cases  of  peculiar  loneliness  and  distress,  each  incapa- 
ble of  maintaining  herself,  either  from  advanced  age  or 
disease. 

At  that  time,  it  may  be  remembered,  the  Alms  House  was 
managed  for  political  ends;  the  comfort  and  cleanliness  of  the 
inmates  being  of  secondary  importance,  and  it  would  hardly 
rank  as  a  third  rate  Penitentiary.  The  wards  were  crowded  ; 
the  good  being  put  with  the  most  degraded,  and  it  was  im- 
possible to  avoid  hearing  the  vilest  language  at  every  hour  of 
the  day  and  night, 

Could  nothing  be  done  to  relieve  these  innocent  sufferers? 
In  their  weakness  and  old  age,  were  they  to  be  condemned 
to  this  living  death  ?  An  appeal  was  made  to  those  in  au- 
thority, without  success.  Alas,  when  the  Church  seemed  to 
have  forgotten  her  children,  what  could  be  expected  from  the 
charity  of  the  world  ? 

Never  will  the  visitors  forget  the  dear  old  saint,  unable  to 
sit  up  in  bed,  whose  silvery  hair  told  of  the  conflict  of  many 
years,  whose  face  was  lighted  with  the  "  peace  the  world  can 
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neither  give  nor  take  away."  How  gladly  she  listened  to  the 
dear  old  hymns,  favorite  chapters  of  the  Bible,  and  Collects, 
which  she  could  no  longer  read  for  herself.  It  was  clearly 
the  duty  of  her  children  to  provide  for  her,  and  to  them  the 
ladies  made  persistent  and  urgent  appeals,  until  they  saw  her 
safely  sheltered  under  her  daughter's  roof,  praising  God  for 
having  sent  friends  to  her  in  her  extremity,  to  bring  together 
the  long  alienated  family.  She  died,  saying  like  Simeon  of 
old:  "  Lord,  now  lettest  Thou  Thy  servant  depart  in  peace, 
for  mine  eyes  have  seen  Thy  salvation." 

Still  the  question  remained  of  provision  for  the  other  two, 
and  at  the  same  time  a  cry  came  from  the  occupant  of  the 
next  bed,  "  now  you  have  taken  Mrs.  E.  home,  you  will  not 
try  to  save  me  f" 

This  woman  was  a  "  sinner,"  who  had  drank  to  the  dregs 
the  cup  of  vice,  and  was  now  wasting  away  with  consump- 
tion. Up  to  this  time,  while  she  would  gladly  receive  flowers 
and  little  delicacies,  she  had  resisted  religious  teaching,  al- 
though committed  to  special  care  by  a  Hospital  visitor. 

Besides  these  cases,  there  were  found  in  District  Visiting, 
invalids  discharged  by  physicians,  but  still  unable  to  work, 
and  without  proper  care  and  nourishment.  Something  must 
be  done.    Could  the  ladies  rent  a  house  and  support  it? 

They  consulted  friends.  Some  thought  it  impossible,  in 
the  depressed  financial  condition,  not  only  of  the  city,  but  the 
country  at  that  time.  Even  the  clergyman  who  most  heartily 
endorsed  the  effort  and  expressed  his  faith,  that  "  women  in 
earnest,  could  not  fail  to  accomplish  what  was  once  begun,'7 
felt  the  burden  of  his  own  great  work  too  heavy,  to  pledge 
himself  to  more  than  a  hearty  God  speed,  and  the  offer  of  a 
room,  in  which  the  Parish  Visitors  appointed  by  the  Bishop, 
might  meet  with  their  friends  and  discuss  the  need,  and  the 
means  of  relieving  it.  He  also  offered  to  preside  at  this  meet- 
ing, and  give  the  impetus  of  his  own  bold  ventures  of  faith  to 
the  plan. 

This  meeting  resulted  in  an  appeal  for  funds,  and  the  open- 
ing of  the  House  now  occupied.  No  sooner  was  this  done 
than  its  need  became  apparent,  in  the  constant  application  by 
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Hospital  Visitors,  in  behalf  of  penitents  in  their  wards  ;  young 
women  whose  course  would  be  upward  or  down,  according 
to  the  Christian  or  other  influence  of  the  hour.  Care  was 
sought  for  invalids  and  convalescents.  Destitute  children, 
for  whom  there  was  place  in  no  institution,  soon  asked  for 
admission,  and  the  work,  small  in  its  beginning,  like  a  moun- 
tain spring,  cool  and  pure,  gathered  depth  and  strength,  until 
the  tiny  ripples  of  its  love  became  strong  waves,  carrying  res- 
cued babes  to  Paradise ;  bearing  rich  barques  which  had 
nearly  made  fatal  shipwreck,  on  successful  voyages  of  life  ; 
floating  others  under  the  guidance  of  the  Heavenly  Pilot,  into 
the  safe  harbor  of  Eternity.  Some,  alas  ! — thank  God,  but 
few — have  stranded  and  sunk,  or  are  still  buffeted  by  wind 
and  storm. 

The  House  opened  May  15th,  1874,  with  two  inmates.  In 
the  ensuing  seven  years,  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  have 
been  received — eighty-two  adults  and  fifty-four  children. 
Five  adults  and  nine  children  have  died  in  the  House.  The 
"reasonable,  religious,  and  holy  hope  "  in  which  two  adults 
closed  lives  of  sin,  was  the  blessing  of  God  on  the  work  of 
the  House  ;  the  others  saw  by  a  clearer  light,  and  walked  by 
a  straighter  path,  than  when  they  entered.  Twelve  children 
and  one  adult  have  been  baptized,  and  five  persons  prepared 
for  Confirmation. 

During  the  past  year,  fifteen  adults  and  ten  children — suit- 
able persons  for  the  work  of  the  House — applied  for  admis- 
sion, but  had  to  be  refused  for  want  of  space. 

It  is  obvious  that  while  bodily  maladies  may  be  relieved  by 
Hospital  treatment  for  a  week  or  month,  no  spiritual  or  even 
moral  improvement  can  be  relied  on,  without  a  course  of  in- 
struction and  probation  of  at  least  a  year  in  duration.  Incor- 
rigible inmates  must  be  dismissed.  Without  means  for  res- 
traint or  isolation,  the  probable  good  to  one,  does  not  counter- 
balance the  certain  evil  to  many.  Thus  six  have  had  to  be 
dismissed.  Four  have  left  dissatisfied  with  the  strictness  of 
the  House  rule. 

The  present  number  of  inmates  is  thirty ;  forty-six  have 
been  sheltered  during  the  year. 
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The  House  now  occupied,  was  bought  under  peculiar  cir- 
cumstances, and  is  embarrassed  by  a  debt  of  $3,000.  The 
laundry  meets  the  large  expense  of  the  House  wash. 

The  income  from  subscription  and  donations  amounts  to 
about  $1,000,  leaving  the  House  dependant  for  repairs,  funeral 
and  other  incidental  expenses  on  special  efforts. 

The  House  of  Rest  has  no  Parish  on  which  to  depend,  but 
is  general  Church  work,  and  solicits  sympathy  and  aid  from 
the  Church  at  large, 

There  is  a  celebration  of  Holy  Communion  by  the  Rector 
of  the  House,  Rev.  A.  T.  Porter,  D.  D.,  in  the  Chapel,  on 
every  Saint's  Day,  at  which  all  friends  are  cordially  welcome. 
Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  is  said  daily,  and  the  ladies  in 
charge,  have  a  Monday  Service  for  workers. 

SUMMARY.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 


The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully  report,  that  upon 
examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's 
Funds,  they  find  that  the  income  has  been  $235.16  less  than 
the  previous  year  ;  this  arises  from  $56.20  less  in  interest  on 
investments,  and  $178.96  less  received  for  quotas  of  the 
Churches;  the  assessment  on  the  Parishes  is  at  the  minimum 
rate,  and  unless  they  are  regularly  paid,  the  income  will  be 
insufficient.  The  receipts  from  the  Churches  last  year  were 
$622.06,  and  the  interest  on  the  investments  when  all  is  col- 
lected amount  to  #3,334,  making  together  $3,956.06,  which 
shews  the  necessity  of  the  payment  of  the  assessment  by  all 
the  Churches. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following 
resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  each  Parish  of  the  Diocese  contribute  a 
sum  equivale?tt  to  twenty-five  cents  for  each  communicant,  for 
the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

The  Committee  has  also  examined  the  accounts  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  and  finds  them  to  be  correct

Resolved,  That  a  sum  equivalent  to  twenty-five  cents  for 
each  communicant  be  assessed  upon  each  Parish  of  the  Diocese 
in  union  with  this  Convention,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying 
the  expenses  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

Your  Committee  begs  leave  further  to  report  on  the  reso- 
lutions submitted  to  them  for  remission  of  dues  of  the  Parish 
of  St.  Jude's,  Walterboro,  and  recommend  its  adoption,  by 
the  Convention,  in  view  of  the  great  losses  recently  sustained 
by  this  Parish. 

But  your  Committee  is  constrained  to  report  adversely  on 
resolution  to  remit  dues  of  the  Parish  of  St.  Paul's,  Pendleton, 
being  unable  to  see  any  reason  for  such  action,  which  would 
not  apply  with  equal  force  to  many  other  Parishes  in  the  Dio- 
cese that  pay  their  quotas  regularly.

APPENDIX  V. 


REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  UNIVER- 
SITY OF  THE  SOUTH. 


The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  respectfully 
report : 

That  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was 
held  at  Sewanee,  in  August,  1880,  and  was  attended  by  the 
Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  and  the  Rev.  John  Johnson,  alternate 
clerical  trustee,  by  Mr.  C.  R.  Miles,  regular,  and  Mr.  W  C. 
Bee,  alternate,  lay  trustees. 

There  being  but  a  small  number  of  Trustees  in  attendance 
at  the  opening  of  the  session,  Bishop  Howe  telegraphed  from 
Sewanee  to  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson  and  to  Mr.  Bee,  requesting 
them  to  attend.  They  promptly  complied  with  the  request, 
and  were  present  at  all  subsequent  meetings  of  the  Board. 

During  its  session  the  Board  of  Trustees  were  chiefly  en- 
gaged in  perfecting  the  plans  adopted  for  the  more  efficient 
conduct  and  government  of  the  University,  and  putting  in 
operation  the  suggestions  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  regard 
to  its  finances. 

The  condition  of  the  academical  department  of  the  Uni- 
versity is  as  satisfactory  as  it  can  be,  while  it  is  wholly  with- 
out endowment,  and  entirely  dependent  upon  tuition  fees  for 
its  support.  The  able  and  distinguished  Professors  continue 
their  efficient  services  and  unselfish  devotion  to  their  great 
work. 

We  append  hereto  a  circular  issued  by  Vice-Chancellor 
Telfair  Hodgson,  D.  D.,  setting  forth  the  financial  condition 
of  the  University.    From  this  it  will  appear,  that  the  total 
funded  debt  is  twentv-eight  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
7 
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thirty-two  52-100  dollars  ($28,732.52,)  bearing  interest  at 
the  rate  of  seven  and  eight  per  cent.  To  fund  this  debt  at  six 
per  cent,  interest,  and  thereby  also  to  save  about  five  hun- 
dred dollars  annually,  is  the  important  object  to  be  obtained 
by  the  financial  arrangement  proposed.  To  accomplish  this, 
the  Trustees  have  issued  bonds  to  the  amount  of  forty  thou- 
sand dollars,  ($40,000,)  secured  by  a  first  mortgage  of  the 
University  property — the  bonds  representing  the  present  in- 
debtedness to  be  preferred  as  a  first  lien — the  balance  of  the 
bonds  to  be  held  by  the  Trustees  for  the  further  extension  of 
the  work,  as  necessity  may  arise,  or  occasion  offer. 

The  University  as  will  be  seen  by  the  statements  of  the 
Circular,  is  fully  able  to  pay  the  interest  on  this  debt,  and 
offers  ample  security  for  the  punctual  payment  of  the  coupons 
of  the  mortgage  bonds,  which  coupons  are  made  payable  in 
New  York,  and  also  receivable  for  all  dues  to  the  University. 
The  bonds  are  for  one  hundred  dollars,  ($100)  each.  And 
an  earnest  appeal  is  made  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  the 
friends  of  the  University  to  take  them  up.  They  are  a  secure 
investment  at  a  fair  rate  of  interest,  and  if  taken  up,  will 
greatly  relieve  the  University,  and  enable  the  zealous  and 
able  Vice-Chancellor  to  carry  out  the  good  work  to  which 
he  has  so  generously  devoted  himself,  with  renewed  confi- 
dence and  hope. 

As  to  the  Theological  Department  of  the  University,  the 
Trustees  have  only  to  repeat  their  annual  statement  of  its 
urgent  needs  and  scanty  support.  The  Theological  Depart- 
ment depends  for  its  support  wholly  upon  the  voluntary  con- 
tributions of  the  Church  in  the  ten  associated  Dioceses,  which 
through  their  Diocesan  Conventions  have  pledged  themselves 
to  contribute  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  ($5,000,)  annu- 
ally to  the  support  of  the  department. 

The  quota  which  this  Diocese  should  contribute  is  about 
($600)  six  hundred  dollars. 

We  submit  herewith  the  report  of  Mr.  W.  C.  Courtenay, 
the  Diocesan  Treasurer  of  the  University.  From  this  it  will 
appear  that  the  Advent  offerings  for  the  current  year 
amounted  only  to  the  sum  of  ($266.71,)  two  hundred  aud 
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sixty-six  71-100  dollars.  And  we  are  therefore  compelled  to 
ask  again  for  a  special  contribution  to  enable  us  to  fulfil  our 
pledges,  and  would  respectfully  ask  for  the  passage  of  a  reso- 
lution on  the  subject,  similar  to  the  resolution  adopted  last 
year,  the  results  of  which  were  so  satisfactory. 

And  in  this  connection  we  beg  leave  further  to  report,  that 
we  have  carefully  considered  the  resolution  offered  last  year, 
and  referred  to  us,  providing  for  the  assessment  of  the  Par- 
ishes for  the  support  of  the  theological  department  of  the 
University,  and  with  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  mover  for 
his  zeal  in  our  behalf,  we  are  constrained  to  recommend  that 
it  be  not  adopted.  The  General  Board  of  Trustees  has  not 
deemed  it  expedient  to  change  its  method  of  providing  for 
the  support  of  this  department,  and  have  preferred  to  rely 
upon  the  voluntary  contributions  of  the  Churches.  The 
Parishes,  moreover,  are  already  charged  with  two  assessments 
upon  their  communicants  for  other  objects,  and  we  feel  that 
this  additional  assessment  may  not  prove  satisfactory  to 
them.  We  can,  therefore,  only  again  earnestly  ask  for  a 
special  collection  in  all  the  Parishes  to  meet  the  deficiency 
we  have  reported. 

The  Trustees  cannot  'close  this  report  without  an  ex- 
pression of  their  profound  sorrow  at  the  great  loss  which 
the  University  of  the  South,  in  common  with  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese,  has  suffered  by  the  death  of  our  Co-Trustee, 
Mr.  William  C.  Bee. 

During  his  visit  to  Sewanee  last  summer,  Mr.  Bee  was 
enthusiastic  in  his  admiration  of  the  spirit  and  tone  of  the 
University,  its  management  and  its  usefulness,  and  became 
deeply  interested  in  its  welfare. 

With  his  accustomed  zeal  he  gave  to  the  Vice-Chancellor 
the  aid  of  his  clear  perceptions  and  sound  judgment  in  the 
preparation  of  the  financial  scheme  set  forth  in  the  circular 
above  referred  to,  and  continued  to  correspond  with  him  with 
the  object  of  securing  its  success.  He  was  quite  confident 
that  it  would  succeed,  and  had  promised  his  personal  and 
business  influence  in  carrying  it  into  effect.  The  Vice-Chan- 
cellor had  arranged  to  meet  him  for  conference  in  Charleston, 
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but  arrived  only  in  time  to  unite  with  the  community  in  their 
grief  at  his  then  recent  death. 

The  last  words  spoken  by  Mr.  Bee  to  one  of  the  lay  Trus- 
tees only  a  few  days  before  he  died,  were  words  expressing 
his  deep  interest  in  the  University,  and  his  desire  to  promote 
its  welfare.  And  he  then  arranged  to  meet  the  other  lay 
Trustees  early  in  the  ensuing  week.  Before  the  day  arrived, 
he  who  had  so  tenderly  cared  for  "  the  fatherless  "  here  on 
earth,  was  himself  a  child  of  his  Father's  Kingdom  in  Heaven, 
and  he  who  had  so  earnestly  desired  to  shed  the  light  of 
knowledge  throughout  the  broad  bounds  of  his  fair  Southern 
land,  had  himself  passed  within  the  veil  where  the  Light  of 
the  world  reigns  without  a  cloud,  and  where  power  from  on 
high  was  given  him  to  know  even  as  he  was  known.  It  was 
not  to  be  our  privilege  to  have  longer  the  help  of  his  counsel 
and  the  benefit  of  his  generous  sympathy,  but  we  claim  these 
last  words  as  a  prayer  and  a  blessing. 

It  becomes  necessary  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the 
death  of  Mr.  Bee  in  the  office  of  alternate  lay  Trustee.

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CIRCULAR  OF  THE  VICE-CHANCELLOR. 

UNIVERSITY  OF  THE  SOUTH. 

During  the  past  ten  years  of  its  existence  the  University  of 
the  South  has  educated  about  eleven  hundred  young  men. 
And  in  this  effort  to  establish  a  home  school  in  the  South, 
where  the  highest  University  education  may  be  dispensed, 
together  with  a  refined  moral  and  physical  culture,  the  Insti- 
tution, with  no  endowment,  has  naturally  run  into  debt.  The 
debt  is  represented  by  its  buildings  and  appointments.  The 
University  owns  about  7,500  acres  of  land.  None  of  this  can 
be  sold,  and  its  present  income  is  chiefly  from  a  land  rent 
arising  from  this  domain.  Of  this,  1 ,000  acres  is  a  reserva- 
tion free  from  all  taxes.  On  the  domain  is  a  valuable  coal 
mine  in  operation.  The  royalty  on  this  coal  and  on  its  timber 
is  another  source  of  revenue. 

The  indebtedness  of  the  University  of  the  South  is 
$28,732.52,  bearing  seven  and  eight  per  cent,  interest.  To 
fund  this  at  six  per  cent.,  making  an  annual  saving  of  about 
$500,  the  Trustees  have  issued  a  first  mortgage  for  $40,000. 
Of  this  the  present  indebtedness  shall  be  a  preferred  claim 
(viz:  for  $28,732.52,  or  in  even  figures,  $28,800.)  The  re- 
mainder of  the  bonds  to  be  held  by  the  Trustees  for  further 
extention  of  the  work  if  need  be.  The  University  is  amply 
able  to  pay  the  interest  on  this  sum  and  offers  ample  security, 
as  may  be  seen  from  the  statement  below.

This  amount  is  $764.46  less  than  the  certain  and  dedicated  income  (viz,  $2,492. 46^ 
to  meet  the  interest,  and  which  amount  the  University's  income  has  always  exceeded* 
The  income  last  year  was  about  $3,500. 
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Beyond  this  income  from  rents  and  royalty,  there  is  an 
income  from  matriculation,  medical  and  tuition  fees  that  goes 
to  the  support  of  the  Academic  Faculty.  The  Theological 
Faculty  depends  for  its  support  upon  the  voluntary  contribu- 
tions of  the  Church.  The  Church  in  our  ten  Southern  Dio- 
ceses has,  through  its  Diocesan  Conventions,  pledged  itself  to 
contribute  $5000  per  annum  to  the  support  of  this  depart- 
ment. But  this  amount  has  never  yet  been  contributed  :  not 
one  half  of  it.  Still  the  work  goes  on.  The  Rev.  George 
Patterson,  D.  D.,  of  North  Carolina,  has  been  appointed  by 
the  Trustees  to  urge  the  contribution  of  the  full  amount  of 
this  $5000  to  the  Theological  Department  during  the  next 
year. 

Thus,  during  the  past  ten  years,  the  fact  has  been  demon- 
strated that  the  Church  at  the  South  can  have  a  first-class 
Home  educational  institution.  But  the  fact  has  been  demon- 
strated only  through  the  great  personal  self-sacrifice  of  the 
officers  and  teachers  of  the  University.  Such  an  institution 
can  be  made  permanent  only  by  endowment.  And  to  accom- 
plish this,  the  friends  of  the  University  can  begin  by  funding 
our  debt  as  above  stated  (viz,  $28,800)  at  six  per  cent.  Thus 
will  be  saved  about  $500  per  annum  of  our  regular  income. 
These  bonds  of  the  denomination  of  $100  are  within  the  reach 
of  nearly  every  one.  After  this  debt  is  funded,  then  we  hope 
to  reach  out  for  further  and  permanent  endowment.

I  have  only  reported  the  amounts  that 
passed  through  my  hands.  The  church  building  has  been  erected,  and  is  in  progress 
towards  completion.  According  to  the  statement  of  the  Building  Committee  about 
$400  are  needed  to  complete  it  I  was  in  hopes  that  the  building  would.be  ready  for 
consecration  in  June  next,  but  unless  the  amount  needed  can  be  procured  the  consecra- 
tion must  necessarily  be  postponed.  When  completed  the  building  will  be  a  very  neat 
edifice,  capable  of  accommodating  about  1  50  persons  To  enable  the  congregation  to 
contribute  as  much  as  possible  to  the  erection  of  the  building,  I  only  requested  them  to 
pay  my  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  visiting  them.  This  accounts  for  the  small- 
ness  of  their  contribution  towards  Rector's  salary.  In  addition  to  the  amount  paid  by 
the  congregation,  I  receiving  from  the  Board  of  Missions  $100,  appropriated  to  St.

At  the  request  of  the 
Church  members  there,  I  promised  to  give  them  the  afternoon  of  one  Sunday  in  each 
of  the  summer  months,  if  they  would  furnish  transportation  to  Hendersonville  and 
back.  To  this  they  agreed,  and  during  the  past  year  I  visited  them  in  July,  August, 
and  September.  Some  member  of  the  congregation  sent  for  me  on  Sunday,  and  carried 
me  to  the  Railroad  on  Monday,  paying  my  expenses  on  the  Road.  After  Morning 
Service  at  All  Saint's  Church,  I  would  ride  over  and  give  them  one  or  two  services 
according  to  the  time  at  my  disposal.  The  services  were  held  in  the  Methodist  Church, 
the  use  of  which  was  fraternally  granted  us.  I  presume  this  arrangement  will  be  re- 
newed during  the  approaching  summer.  The  amount  reported  as  paid  to  Missionary 
was  given  to  meet  his  traveling  expenses. 

I  am  unable  to  guarantee  any  amount  for  Diocesan  Missions.

REMARKS. 

Ellenton,  a  village  in  Aiken  County  on  the  Port  Royal  and  Augusta  Railway,  is 
almost  entirely  destitute  of  religious  privileges.  At  the  earnest  request  of  the  three 
ladies,  communicants  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  I  have  promised  to  pay  them  monthly 
visits.  There  is  no  church  of  any  name  in  the  village,  and  public  worship  is  conducted 
in  private  residences.  There  is  no  denomination  sufficiently  strong  in  numbers  or  in 
wealth  to  build  a  church,  and  all  denominations  are  uniting  their  efforts  to  erect  a 
building,  which  may  be  occupied  by  all  in  town  So  far,  stated  services  have  been 
held  by  myself  alone,  and  these  are  almost  the  only  ones  enjoyed  by  the  community. 
Though  my  encouragement  has  not  been  great  I  shall  persevere,  and  trust,  by  God's 
help,  some  good  may  be  accomplished  in  a  community  which  sadly  needs  the  influence 
of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  The  amount  reported  as  paid  to  Missionary  was  in  the 
form  of  donations.

That  the  Church  may  form  a  better  idea  of  the  extent  and  importance  of  the  Sea 
Coast  Mission,  besides  the  Parochial  Report  for  each  point  embraced  therein,  I  have 
prepared  the  accompanying  condensed  report,  thus  exhibiting  at  one  view  a  summary 
of  the  statistics  of  the  whole  field,  and  of  the  work  accomplished  therein  durirlg  the 
past  year. 

Of  the  baptisms  reported  at  Church  of  Holy  Trinity,  Grahamville,  one  was  per- 
formed by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  four  by  Rev.  E.  E.  Bellinger. 

During  the  year  I  have  exchanged  with  Mr.  Bellinger  on  two  occasions  he  officiating 
for  me  at  Grahamville  and  St.  Peter's,  and  I  officiating  for  him  at  All  Saints. 

During  the  winter,  the  Bishop  visited  a  portion  of  this  Mission,  viz  :  the  Mission  at 
St.  Peter's  on  Sunday,  February  27th,  where  he  preached  and  confirmed  one  white 
candidate.  On  March  the  7th,  8th  and  9th,  accompanied  by  Rev.  E.  E.  Bellinger 
and  Rev.  J.  Kershaw,  he  visited  Grahamville,  preached  once  and  confirmed  two  white 
candidates,  Bros.  Bellinger  and  Kershaw  assisting  in  the  services  and  preaching  on  the 
other  occasions  of  public   worship.     On  March  the  10th,  the  Bishop,  accompanied  by 
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Rev  E  E  Bellinger,  visited  the  Ochitie  Mission  ;  the  Bishop  preached  in  the  morning 
and  confirmed  five  white  candidates.     In  the  afternoon  Mr.  Bellinger  preached. 

On  the  ist  of  March,  I  accompanied  the  Bishop  to  Brunson's  Station,  and  assisted 
Mr.  Bellinger  in  the  services,  preaching  for  him  at  night. 

I  missed  two  of  my  appointments  for  St.  Peter's,  but  through  no  fault  of  mine,  as  I 
was  at  the  station,  and  the  congregation  failed  to  send  for  me.  I  failed  to  keep  one 
appointment  for  Grahamville  in  consequence  of  the  severity  of  the  weather,  being 
weather-bound  at  the  Ochitie  during  the  sleet  storm  of  January  ist.

REMARKS. 

From  May  to  December,  I  have  officiated  and  preached  at  Central,  on  every  other 
Sunday  afternoon,  twice  a  month.  These  services  were  held  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  which  was  kindly  offered  for  this  purpose 

The  congregations  averaged  from  50  to  100  persons.  I  have  been  told  that  these 
are  the  first  Episcopal  services  ever  held  in  Pickens  County.  Of  course  the  people  are 
utterly  ignorant  of  the  Church  I  am  sorry  to  say,  that  the  only  two  members  of  the 
Church  at  this  point,  are  about  to  move  away.  I  am  afraid  their  removal  will  make 
things  harder  for  the  success  of  the  Mission.     During  the  winter  and  on  to  this  date  the 
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Mission  was  suspended  on  account  of"  the  severe  weather,  and  other  causes.  They 
will  be  resumed  this  month. 

I  would  state  that  early  in  the  year.  I  inaugurated  the  subscription  plan,  recom- 
mended by  the  General  Board  of  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions  The  result  is  that 
the  subscriptions  collected  the  first  quarter  amounted  to  more  than  two  years  offerings 
before  the  plan  was  adopted. 

The  advantages  of  this  plan  would  be  the  collections  instead  of  being  subject 
to  the  many  contingencies  which  arise  to  prevent  a  full  offering  for  Diocesan  Missions 
will  be  fixed  and  certain. 

Small  amounts  from  many  persons  aggregate  rapidly,  and  besides  many  who  sub- 
scribe only  a  small  amount  at  first,  by  having  the  subject  brought  home  to  them  per- 
sonally, become  interested,  and  realize  more  distinctly  their  responsibility  to  God,  and 
the  obligations  which  rest  on  them  as  members  of  the  Church  of  Christ.

As  to  my  work  in  Society  Hill,  there  is  little  to  report  outside  of  my  regular  minis- 
trations and  official  acts — as  Rector  of  the  Parish — which  are  given  in  the  above 
report.  It  is  a  field  in  which,  at  present,  there  is  little  room  for  growth  I  trust  that, 
in  the  future,  there  may  be  a  change  in  this  respect.  I  am  hoping  to  have  some  can- 
didates for  confirmation  at  the  next  visitation  of  the  Bishop  There  have  been  so 
many  removals  from  the  Parish  of  late  years  that  the  few  church  people  left  are  not 
able  to  wholly  maintain  the  services,  and  will  still  have  to  be  in  connection  with  some 
other  field,  or  receive  help  from  some  source. 

My  first  year  here  has  passed  most  happily.  The  utmost  peace  and  harmony  have 
prevailed;  the  services  are  well  attended,  and  the  people  are  most  faithful  in  all  things 
pertaining  to  their  Christian  life  and  work.  So,  in  this  field  of  labor,  the  hands  of  the 
minister  and  servant  of  Christ  are  strengthened,  and  his  heart  encouraged  and  cheered 
by  the  Christian  faithfulness  and  loye  of  those  of  Christ's  flock  under  his  charge. 
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CHURCH  OF  1  HE  ADVENT,  MARION. 

Rev.  H.  FC.  BROUSE.  M   D.,  Priest  in  Charge. 

During  the  year,  I  have  visited  and  held  service  at  Marion  monthly,  administering 
the  Holy  Communion  on  every  Sunday  present 

The  attendance,  usually  is  good  ;  but,  owing  to  circumstances  beyond  our  control, 
principally  in  not  having  our  Church  building,  the  work  has  been  greatly  hindered. 
For  several  months  we  have  had  to  suspend  the  Sunday-School,  having  no  place  in 
which  to  hold  it. 

On  the  part  of  some  outside  the  Church  there  is  a  kiodly  feeling  towards  us  and 
our  work  ;  in  the  case  of  others,  there  is  decided  opposition. 

Our  own  people  have  been  most  zealous  and  faithful  in  all  things  pertaining  to  the 
Church.  Indeed,  with  the  small  number  and  limited  means,  under  many  discourage- 
ments, and  against  much  opposition,  thev  have  done  nobly. 

The  corner-stone  was  laid  just  before  I  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  mission,  a  year 
ago.  Now,  we  have  a  beautiful  little  Church,  which  we  hope  to  occupy  by  the  last  of 
this  month.  By  that  time  it  will  be  plastered,  and  the  seats  in,  so  that  we  can  use  it 
for  service.  But  everything  else  besides  the  building  itself,  such  as  chancel,  furniture, 
organ,  font,  books,  etc.,  we  shall  have  to  do  without  until  funds  can  be  raised  for 
them 

In  November  last,  a  circular,  endorsed  by  the  Bishop  was  sent  to  every  Parish  in 
the  Diocese,  asking  aid  ;  but,  very  few  Parishes  responded.  We  are,  however,  very 
grateful  to  the  few  who  have  helped  us  ;  and  thankful  to  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church  that  He  has  prospered  the  work  of  our  hands,  so  that  we  can  soon  worship 
Him  in  a  House  dedicated  solely  to  His  service. 

For  several  reasons,  principally  on  account  of  my  health,  I  have  not  been  able  to  do 
as  much  Parish  work,  in  the  way  of  visiting,  etc  ,  as  I  wished  to.  Another  year,  if 
in  charge  of  the  work,  as  I  trust  I  may  be,  with  my  better  health  and  increased 
strength,  I  shall  be  able  to  do  much  more.  Then,  too,  the  work  can  be  done  sys- 
tematically, and  with  better  results. 

Without  a  Church  building,  and  with  only  monthly  service,  it  has  been  impossible, 
except  in  the  cases  of  the  few  Church  people,  to  know  who  could  be  counted  on  as 
desiring  to  permanently  identify  themselves  with  the  work  and  the  Church.  From  this 
fact,  it  is  also  impossible  to  make  a  formal,  correct  report  of  the  number  of  families, 
etc.  Once  in  our  Church  this  difficulty  will  soon  be  removed  ;  and,  in  this  respect, 
the  promise  of  the  future  is  very  encouraging,  as  a  number  have  expressed  their  inten- 
tion of  identifying  and  connecting  themselves  with  the  Church,  in  the  way  of  attend- 
ance and  support  ;  and  some,  no  doubt,  will  soon  be  confirmed. 

At  my  visit  in  April,  1  baptized,  in  private,  two  children. 

There  have  been  no  contributions,  except  for  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  Mission- 
ary in  charge  ;  all  the  money  raised  besides  this,  being  expended  on  the  Church. 

Since  the  work  of  raising  a  Building  Fund  began  about  three  years  ago,  there  have 
been  many  removals  of  Church  people,  so  that  there  are  now  but  six  (6)  communi- 
cants living  in  the  place.  With  more  frequent  services  in  our  Church,  the  number 
would  soon  increase  and  the  general  attendance  be  much  larger. 

But,  for  some  time  yet,  and  now  more  than  ever,  will  the  Church  at  Marion  need 
the  help  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  if  the  work  is  to  be  kept  up,  prosper,  and  grow, 
and  the  field  again  become  a  living,  active  Parish.

The  bonded  debt  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion  for  enlargement  and  re- 
construction, is  $440.  A  debt  on  past  Church  expenses,  $1,150,  total,  $1,590.  Both 
of  these  are  provided  for  by  a  systematic  giving  which  relieves  us  of  anxiety  in  its  be- 
half. We  have  added  to  the  Church  Institution  of  the  Parish  a  Home  for  Ladies 
called  the  Caroline  Wilkinson  Home. 

The  acquisition  of  the  Arsenal  for  the  use  of  the  Holy  Communion  Church  Insti- 
tute, has  enabled  this  long  cherished  design  to  be  carried  into  effect.  The  building  has 
been  remodeled  for  the  purposes  of  a  Ladies'  Home,  at  a  cost  of  $556  42,  upon  which 
sum  ten  dollars  is  still  owing. 

The  House  is  designed  as  a  Christian  Home  for  Christian  single  and  maiden  ladies. 
There  are  accommodations  for  fourtetn  ladies,  who  are  to  be  the  guests  of  the  Parish, 
each  to  be  supreme  in  her  own  apartment  No  rent  is  charged  for  the  rooms  ;  the 
drawing  rooms  are  used  in  common  ;  the  occupation  of  the  ladies  left  to  their  own 
choice.

REMARKS. 

The  Ladies'  Sewing  Society  is  one  of  the  institutions  of  the  Parish.  The  report  of 
the  President  is  subjoined  : 

''The  Ladies'  Sewing  Society  was  organized  August,  1873.  The  object  of  the 
Society  is  to  keep  the  Parish  Church  and  Chapel  in  repair,  and  assist  in  other  calls  of 
the  Parish. 

"Since  its  organization,  the  Parish  Church  has  been  re-shingled  and  otherwise  re- 
paired, and  new  cushions  and  hangings  put  on. 

"The  Chapel  at  Eutawville  was,  for  several  years,  in  an  unfinished  condition.  To 
this  a  chancel  and  vestry-room  have  been  added,  the  building  has  been  re-shingled  and 
plastered,  new  chancel  furniture  put  in,  and  other  repairs  made,  which  complete  the 
building. 

"The  residence  of  our  Rector  has  been  repaired  and  made  tolerably  comfortable  It 
was,  originally,  built  lor  a  Summer  residence,  and  requires  more  to  be  done  to  it  to 
make  it  comfortable  in  Winter  than  the  Society  can  afford  to  do.  Besides,  it  does  not 
belong  to  the  Church,  and  it  is  very  desirable  that  we  should  have  a  Rectory.  We 
will  thankfully  accept  the  assistance  of  any  who  may  wish  to  aid  us  in  this  good 
work.'' 
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In  addition  to  this  Sewing  Society,  some  of  the  ladies  of  the  congregation  have 
united  in  a  pledge,  the  object  of  which  is  to  assist  in  adding  to  Rector's  salary.  Each 
member  contributes  the  sum  she  can  afford,  which  contribution  must  be  earned  by 
her  own  per  zonal  exertion;   not  "giving  to  the  Lord  that  which  costs  us  nothing." 

The  Rector  begs  leave  to  add.  that  amongst  the  many  other  good  works  that  this 
Sewing  Society  has  done,  they  have  purchased  a  nice  horse  and  buggy  for  his  use  in  his 
Parochial  ministrations.  The  gentlemen  of  the  Parish  have  undertaken  to  furnish 
the  necessary  rations  for  the  horse. 

The  ladies  of  the  Parish  have  labored  so  faithfully  and  so  well,  that  the  Rector  has 
thought  fit  to  refer  to  what  they  have  accomplished,  in  the  hope  that  others  may  be 
stimulated  lo  a  like  zeal.

The  titles  to  the  lot  of  four  acres,  upon  which  the  Chapel  is  situated,  donated  to  the 
Diocese  by  the  heirs  of  the  late  Col.  Thomas  B.  Clarkson,  have  been  executed,  and 
lot  surveyed,  and  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Bishop  as  soon  as  the  signatures  of  three  of 
the  heirs  can  be  obtained,  who  live  at  a  distance. 

In  addition  to  the  above  services,  I  have  baptized  two  children  (white)  in  private, 
and  have  officiated  at  Zion  Church  on  the  Sunday  forenoons  when  the  Rector,  the 
Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast,  has  been  absent  at  his  other  Missionary  Stations  ;  in  all, 
twenty-seven  times.  Also,  held  service  twice  at  St.  Matthew's  Parish,  Fort  Motte,  in 
the  absence  of  the  Rector.

God." 
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The  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  is  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, under  the  following  Act  of  the  General  Assembly: 

AN  ACT  to  Grant  Certain  Powers  to  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  for  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  now  met  and  sit- 
ting in  General  Assembly,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  Bishop  and  members  of  the  Standing  Committee 
for  the  time  being  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  their  successors  in  office,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  are  hereby  appointed  trustees  for  the  pur- 
pose of  holding  in  trust  any  property  heretofore  given  or 
acquired,  or  hereafter  to  be  given  or  acquired,  for  objects 
connected  with  said  Church,  in  said  Diocese,  other  than  that 
now  held  by  other  corporations,  and  also  for  all  property 
belonging  to  any  of  the  corporations  or  churches  or  dormant 
parishes  formerly  connected  with  said  Church,  but  which 
have  now  ceased  to  have  active  operation,  and  also  of  any 
property  now  or  hereafter  belonging  to  other  churches  or 
corporations  in  the  said  Diocese  which  may  desire  to  surren- 
der or  convey  the  same  to  the  said  trustees,  or  whose  charters 
of  incorporation  may  have  expired. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  trustees  are  hereby  incorporated  as  a  body 
politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,  with  all  the 
powers  of  a  corporate  body,  and  may  from  time  to  time 
make  such  rules  and  by-laws  for  their  government  and  for 
the  management  of  the  property  under  their  charge  as  shall 
be  approved  by  a  majority  of  said  trustees. 

Sec.  3.  The  title  to  the  real  and  personal  property  described 
in  the  first  Section  shall  become  vested  in  the  said  trustees 
by  operation  of  law  without  further  deed  or  conveyance  other 
than  that  which  is  therein  specified,  and  the  said  trustees 
shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  the 
said  Church. 

Approved  February  20,  1880. 


STANDING  RESOLUTIONS, 


1.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  the 
several  Churches  of  this  Diocese,  that  in  the  appointment  of 
Deputies  to  the  Diocesan  Convention,  they  should  select 
persons  who    are    regular  communicants   of  the  Church. 

(Passed  184.2) 

2.  Resolved,  That  when  notice  of  the  Easter  elections  is  to 
be  given  by  the  clergy,  or,  in  the  case  of  vacant  Parishes,  by 
the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  the  standing  resolution  recom- 
mending that  members  of  this  Convention  be  communicants, 
shall  be  read  to  the  congregation,  or  if  the  Parish  be  vacant, 
shall  be  affixed  to  the  published  notice  of  election. 

3.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Parishes  and 
Congregations  of  the  Diocese  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their 
respective  Pastors,  incurred  in  attending  the  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion.   {Passed  1838.) 

4.  Resolved.  That  whenever  balance  shall  be  in  the  Treas- 
urer's hands  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  after 
providing  for  the  quota  of  the  Diocese  to  the  expenses  of  the 
same,  shall  be  paid  in  equal  portions  to  the  Deputies  of  the 
Diocese,  who  may  attend  such  meeting.    (Passed  1875.) 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund  shall  punctually  pay  over  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
the  sum  of  four  thousand  ($4,000)  dollars  annually,  in  quar- 
terly payments,  from  said  fund,  to  enable  him  to  discharge  his 
Episcopal  duty.    (Amended  1859.) 

6.  Resolved,  That  whenever  balance  may  remain  after  pay- 
ing the  sum  of  four  thousand  ($4,000)  dollars  to  the  Bishop, 
shall  be  invested.    (Amended  18  J  J.) 

7.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.    (Passed  1870.) 
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8.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the  Or- 
ganist officiating  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention. 

[Passed  1856.) 

9.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  to  the  Sexton  acting 
for  the  same  period.    (Passed  1856.) 

10.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to  re- 
turn thanks  for  sermons  preached  before  this  body.  (Passed 
1829.) 

11.  Resolved,  That  when  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese 
shall  depart  this  life,  his  record  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  memo- 
rial page  of  the  Journal.    (Passed  1872.) 

12.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of 
all  the  Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage,  and,  if  possi- 
ble, interdict  the  use  of  the  Churches  under  their  care  for  all 
unhallowed,  worldly  and  common  purposes.    (Passed  1828.) 

13.  Resolved y  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  the  choice  of  Sponsors 
in  Baptism,  that  they  should  select  persons  who  are  regular 
communicants  of  the  Church.    (Passed  1870.) 

14.  Resolved,  As  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  it  is  the 
imperative  duty  of  every  member  of  this  Church  to  respect 
and  obey  a  summons  to  testify  in  the  trial  of  a  Minister. 
(Passed  1867.) 

15.  Resolved^  That  in  Election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan 
Theological  Seminary,  the  vote  be  taken  by  ballot.  (Passed 
1866.) 

16.  Resolved,  That  in  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  Secretary 
shall  call  the  names  of  Deputies,  and  record  the  Clergy- 
men and  Laymen  voting  affirmatively  and  negatively. 
(Passed  1877.) 

17.  Resolved,  That  there  be  added  to  the  present  perma- 
nent committees  of  the  Convention,  a  committee  of  three  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  from  the  Parish  or  Parishes  where- 
ever  the  Convention  meet,  to  be  known  as  a  Committee  of 
Arrangements  and  Entertainment,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
make  all  proper  preparations  for  the  entertainment  of  the 
Clerical  and  Lay  members,  and  for  their  transportation  to  and 
from  the  Convention.    (Passed  1878.) 
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1 8.  Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  appoint,  at 
every  meeting  of  the  Convention,  one  Clergyman  from  each 
of  the  Missionary  districts,  to  give  a  viva  voce  account  of 
Church  work  in  his  own  district,  at  the  Missionary  Session  of 
the  next  succeeding  Convention.  These  speakers  shall  be 
limited  to  ten  minutes.    {Passed  i8yg^) 

19.  Resolved,  That  Rectors  and  Missionaries  are  earnestly 
requested  to  send  their  reports  on  or  before  the  1st  of  May, 
to  the  Secretary  of  Convention,  who  will  forward  them  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  last  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church, 
who  is  requested  to  have  the  report  ready  for  the  first  or 
second  day  of  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  Rectors  and  Missionaries  be  requested 
always  to  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of 
the  Church  to  their  congregations  as  soon  as  they  obtain  a 
printed  copy  of  same. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 


I.  After  the  Convention  has  been  declared  duly  organized, 
and  the  Committee  on  Credentials  appointed,  the  Order  of 
Proceedings  for  the  first  day  shall  be: 

1.  The  reading  of  the  "Rules  of  Order." 

2.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary. 

3.  The  election  of  a  Treasurer. 

4.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  five  Standing  Com- 
mittees, viz. :  a  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes,  to 
consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on 
the  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  consist  of  three  Clergymen 
and  two  Laymen;  a  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church, 
to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman  from  each  Mis- 
sionary District;  a  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  to 
consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen  ;  a  Committee  on 
Finance,  to  consist  of  three  Laymen. 

5.  The  communication  of  the  application  of  congregations 
for  admission  into  the  Convention. 

6.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  Preachers  for  the 
first  day  of  the  next  Annual  Convention. 

7.  The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese. 

8.  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

9.  The  Annual  Reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's 
Permanent  Fund,  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

10.  The  appointment  of  Special  Committees. 

11.  Miscellaneous  Business. 
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II  The  "Morning  Prayer"  shall  precede  the  business  of 
every  succeeding  day,  and  every  day's  session  shall  be  closed 
with  appropriate  Collects,  offered  by  the  President. 

The  Anniversary  Sermon  of  the  Society  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina  may  be  preached  on 
the  Second  day,  after  Morning  Prayer. 

When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  Chair,  the  daily 
order  of  proceedings  after  the  first  day  shall  be  : 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding 
day. 

3.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

4.  The  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention, 
when  in  order. 

5.  The  election  of  Trustees  to  the  General  Seminary,  when 
in  order. 

6.  The  election  of  Trustees  to  the  Diocesan  Seminary. 

7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Universitv  of  the  South 
when  in  order. 

8.  Calling  upon  the  Deputies  to  pay  the  assessment  on 
their  respective  Churches  or  Parishes,  for  the  Bishop's  Fund, 
and  for  the  expenses  of  the  Convention. 

9.  Reports  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order: 

Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 
Committee  on  Finance. 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 
Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 
Committees  appointed  at  preceding  Convention. 
Special  Committees. 
Miscellaneous  Business. 

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Convention,  the  Minutes  of 
the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 
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V.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  Chair,  no  member 
shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless 
to  address  the  chair. 

VI.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Convention 
unless  he  hath  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his 
seat,  and  without  advancing,  shall,  with  due  respsct,  address 
himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself  to  the  point  in 
debate,  and  avoiding  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the 
President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question,  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

XI.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn 
into  debate  during  the  same  session,  except  upon  a  motion  to 
reconsider,  which  may  be  moved  and  seconded  by  any  mem- 
ber who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no  one 
shall  hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or 
across  the  Church. 

XIII.  In  voting  by  ballot,  the  rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of 
the  Churches  shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with  the 
Tellers,  as  called  for,  and  no  vote  shall  be  received  after  the 
Tellers  begin  to  count  the  votes. 

XIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Conven- 
tion, unless  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President 
or  any  member  require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not 
second  a  motion  offered  by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the 
same  Church  with  himself. 

XV.  WThen  a  question  is  before  the  House,  no  motion  shall 
be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone 
indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  or 
amend;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  named.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the 
word  (i  Resolved"  shall  have  precedence  to  a  motion  to 
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amend,  and  if  carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the 
resolution.  Subject  to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first 
moved  shall  be  first  put. 

XVI.  Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  post- 
pone indefinitely,  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A  motion 
to  adjourn  may  interrupt  a  speech,  or  any  other  business  of 
the  Convention. 

XVII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to 
any  member,  unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him 
to  the  Convention. 

XVIII.  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question,  in  the  event 
of  which  he  is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in 
any  case  where  he  was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress 
the  rules  of  the  Convention,  the  President  shall,  or  any  mem- 
ber may,  call  to  order;  in  which  case  the  member  so  called 
to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  ex- 
plain. All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined  in  the  first 
instance,  without  debate,  by  the  President ;  but  any  member 
may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Convention,  and  on 
such  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without 
leave  of  the  Convention. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  mem- 
ber to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair;  but  such  substitution 
shall  not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment. 

XXII.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  enti- 
tled to  seats  in  the  Convention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  not  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  Candidates 
for  Orders,  and  all  Trustees  elected  by  this  body,  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  sittings  of  this  Convention. 

XXIII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended, 
without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XXIV.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  read  at  the 
opening  of  every  Convention,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless  re- 
pealed by  a  vote  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  altered, 
but  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  orders,  after  one  day's 
notice  of  the  proposed  alteration. 


THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION  OF  THE  PROTES- 
TANT EPISCOPAL  CHURCH. 


To  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  South 
Carolina  : 

Sir  :  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  VIII, 
of  the  Constitution,  I  would  hereby  officially  make  known, 
through  you,  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Caro- 
lina, the  following  proposed  changes  in  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  adopted  by  the  General  Convention  of  1880,  and 
to  be  finally  acted  upon  by  the  General  Convention  of  1883, 
to  wit : 

It  was,  by  concurrent  action,  {vide  Journal  of  Convention, 
pp.  156,  157,  159,  161,  162,  181,  182,  185,  187,  188,  225,  251, 
263,  273,  291,  292,  299,  300,  303,  316,)  of  the  two  Houses  of 
the  General  Convention  of  1880, — 

Resolved,  That  the  Ratification  of  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer  be  amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  and  that  such 
proposed  amendment  be  made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan 
Conventions,  in  order  that  it  may  be  adopted  in  the  next 
General  Convention,  according  to  Article  VIII,  of  the  Con- 
stitution. 

THE  RATIFICATION  OF  THE  BOOK  OF  COMMON  PRAYER. 

By  the  Bishops,  the  Clergy,  and  the  Laity  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  in  General 
Convention  assembled. 

The  General  Convention  of  this  Church,  having  hereto- 
fore— to  wit,  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  October,  A.  D.,  1879— 
set  forth  and  established  a  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  Ad- 
ministration of  the  Sacraments,  and  other  Rites  and  Ceremo- 
nies of  the  Church,  and  thereby  established  the  said  Book 
and  declared  it  to  be  the  Liturgy  of  this  Church,  and  required 
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that  it  be  received  as  such  by  all  the  members  of  the  same, 
and  be  in  use  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  October,  A.  D., 
1790;  the  same  Book  is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed,  and 
ordered  to  be  the  use  of  this  Church  from  this  time  forth. 

But  note,  however,  that  on  days  other  than  Sunday,  Christ- 
mas Day,  the  Epiphany,  Ash  Wednesday,  Good  Friday,  and 
Ascension  Day,  it  shall  suffice  if  the  Minister  begin  Morning 
or  Evening  Prayer  at  the  General  Confession,  or  the  Lord's 
Prayer,  preceded  by  one  or  more  of  the  sentences  appointed 
at  the  beginning  of  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  and  end 
after  the  Collect  for  Grace,  or  the  Collect  for  Aid  against 
Perils,  with  2  Cor.  xiii.,  14,  using  so  much  of  the  Lessons  ap- 
pointed for  the  day,  and  so  much  of  the  Psalter,  as  he  shall 
judge  to  be  for  edification. 

And  note  also,  that  on  any  day  when  Morning  and  Evening 
Prayer  shall  have  been  duly  said,  or  are  to  be  said,  and  upon 
days  other  than  those  first  aforementioned,  it  shall  suffice, 
when  need  may  require,  if  a  Sermon  or  Lecture  be  preceded 
by  at  least  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  one  or  more  Collects  found 
in  this  Book.  Provided,  that  no  Prayers  not  set  forth  in  said 
Book,  or  otherwise  authorized  by  this  Church  shall  be  used 
before  or  after  such  Sermon  or  Lecture. 

And  note  further,  also,  that  on  any  day  the  Morning  Prayer, 
the  Litany,  or  the  Order  for  the  Administration  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  may  be  used  as  a  separate  and  independent  service, 
provided  that  no  one  of  these  services  shall  be  disused  habit- 
ually.

Reverend  and  Dear  Sir  : 

Will  you  be  good  enough  to  read  this  letter  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Convention  of  your  Diocese,  and  to  invite  an 
expression  of  opinion  from  the  Convention,  in  reply  to  the 
questions  asked  in  it. 

By  reference  to  the  Journal  of  the  General  Convention,  you 
will  see  that  the  matter  of  providing  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Deputies,  was  brought  up  in  both  Houses.  On  page  214  of 
the  Journal,  you  will  find  a  resolution  offered  by  the  Bishop 
of  Virginia,  that,  the  House  of  Deputies  concurring,  it  is  in- 
cumbent on  the  several  Dioceses  to  make  provision  for  the 
entertainment  of  their  own  Deputies  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion. The  Assistant  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  offered  the  follow- 
ing as  a  substitute  :  That  it  be  referred  to  a  committee  of 
three  bishops,  three  presbyters,  and  three  laymen,  to  con- 
sider the  expediency  of  increasing  the  assessment  to  be  paid 
by  the  Dioceses  to  the  General  Convention,  so  as  to  pay  the 
expenses  per  diem  of  the  Bishops  and  the  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies. 

On  page  41  of  the  Journal  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  you 
will  find  that  Mr.  Blair,  of  Maryland,  offered  a  resolution  : 
That,  the  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  it  be  referred  to  a 
committee  of  three  Bishops,  three  Clergymen,  and  three  Lay- 
men, to  consider  and  report  as  to  the  expediency  of  so  in- 
creasing the  assessment  upon  the  Dioceses  as  to  enable  the 
General  Convention  to  pay  the  expenses  incurred  by  the 
clerical  members  in  attending  its  sessions. 

This  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Expenses.  Their 
reports  will  be  found  on  the  104th  and  127th  pages,  in  which 
they  mention  that  they  have  ascertained  the  travelling  ex- 
penses of  the  members  of  this  Convention,  to  be  thirty  thous- 
and two  hundred  and  forty-two  dollars,  and  to  provide  for  the 
travelling  expenses  of  the  Bishops  and  Deputies  of  the  next 
Convention,  an  assessment  of  ten  cents  on  each  communicant 
must  be  laid,  or  of  ten  dollars  on  each  Clergyman. 

At  the  same  meeting  it  was  voted :  That  the  Committee  on 
Expenses  be  empowered  to  sit  during  the  recess,  and  to  take 
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full  and  final  action  touching  the  travelling  expenses  of  mem- 
bers of  the  next  General  Convention. 

The  Committee  ask  for  information  if  any  provision  is  now 
made  in  your  Diocese,  for  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  Bish- 
op and  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention.  They  also  in- 
vite an  expression  of  opinion  from  each  Diocesan  Convention, 
whether  it  is  best  that  the  General  Convention  should  under- 
take to  provide  these  expenses  by  an  assessment  on  each 
Diocese.  The  sum  of  ten  cents  upon  each  communicant, 
would  be  the  smallest  assessment  providing  enough  to  meet 
these  expenses.  You  can  easily  calculate  the  assessment  on 
your  Convention. 

There  is  a  very  great  difference  in  the  travelling  expenses 
of  the  Bishops  and  Deputies  of  different  Dioceses.  A  sum 
of  nearly  three  thousand  dollars  must  be  provided  to  pay 
the  travelling  expenses  from  California  and  Oregon  to  Phila- 
delphia ;  of  thirteen  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  from  Texas  to 
Philadelphia ;  from  Arkansas,  nine  hundred  and  fifty-six  dol- 
lars. From  New  York  or  Maryland,  the  amount  would  be 
only  fifty  dollars. 

A  prompt  answer  to  this  communication  is  very  desirable, 
so  that  the  Committee  can  take  early  action  if  this  course  is 
recommended  by  the  Diocesan  Conventions.
